Team Hammer won the 1984 
WERA National Endurance Series 
with a second-place finish at Road 
Atlanta on November 10. Quester/ 
Sullivan Racing Finished second 
overall in the championship with a 
fourth-place race finish. Team 
Ontario won the race by 48 
seconds; Team Hammer led most 
of the race but was ordered to 
make an extra pit stop after a 
wheel change to safety-wire an 
axle pinch bolt. “WERA hasn't 
made us wire that bolt all year, and 
then they decide to get tough with 
20 minutes left in the last race,” 
said Team Hammer crew chief Ken 
Hoogland. ''It cost us the race and 
put a pall over the whole day.” 


Team Hammer’s 1984 season added 
up to 94 hours of racing, covering 
7692 miles with five wins, no crashes 
and no DNFs. The team won both 
U.S. 24-hour rounds — at Willow 
Springs and at Nelson Ledges — and 
set an American record for mileage 
covered in 24 hours. The team also 
won two six-hours and an eight-hour 
during the year. 


Suzuki will release in Canada (but 
not in the U.S.) the DR200S and 
DR125S dual-purpose playbikes. 
Although we don’t have much infor- 
mation about the 200, we до know 





they both have air-cooled, single- 
cylinder, OHC four-stroke engines 
with the Squish Dome Combus- 
tion Chamber (SDCC) system. The 
125 has a 124cc displacement, 
six-speed transmission and weighs 
227 pounds. Both bikes have the 
single-shock, Full Floater rear 
suspension and front disc brakes. 
The 200 will be available in black, 
and yellow, while the 125 will only 
be available in black. The U.S. will 
have yellow DR100s and 250s. 


Wheelie King Doug Domokos will 
appear at all seven Great American 
Motorcycle & ATV Shows in 1985. 
According to Great American Media 
President George Kolesnikovs, 
Domokos was the most popular attrac- 
tion at Great American shows he 
attended in 1984. Kolesnikovs said 
that Domokos out-drew TV and movie 
starts, sports figures, fashion shows 
and trials riders at Great American 
shows. The first show in the “1985” 
series is scheduled for December 7, 8 
and 9 (1984) at the Los Angeles Con- 
vention Center.

'Two other American MXers rode the 
October 20 beach race in Schewenin- 
gen, Holland (which was won by 
Californian Mike Beier): Floridian 
Mark Murphy (Yam) finished the 
three-leg race in fifth overall, while 
Massachusetts' Jo Jo Keller (Hon) 
carded a DNF. Keller stayed in Europe 
to ride a few International MX events. 


Englishman Jem Whatley, who 
rode a Suzuki to third in the 250cc 
MX GP final point standings in 
‘84, is headed to the 500cc GP 
wars іп ‘85. What brand of machine 
he'll ride is still up in the air. 


Gilera has pulled out of the MX GPs, 
leaving Belgian Marc Velkeneers, who 
rode for the factory in the '84 250cc 
MX GPs, without a ride for '85.

Harley-Davidson has six years invested in 
the Nova V-4, which has gone through three 
prototype stages. These photos, taken of an 
early prototype in Germany, show many of 


the bike’s design features. The 


engine itself was designed for 
for Harley-Davidson by Porsche 


Germany and in Talladega, Alabama. 

The Nova has been brought as far 
as it can in prototype form; the next 
step is construction of 30 to 50 engi- 


- neering, test bikes to verify produc- 





tion techniques and finalize specifica- 
tion details, according to Harley- 
Davidson sources. But to build those 
test bikes, Harley needs an assembly 
lineand tooling, a complete manufac- 
turing facility; and the company, 
insiders say, lacks the money to fi- 
nance that manufacturing facility. 


Talks with potential financing 
sources are continuing, and Harley- 
Davidson management fears that 
publication of details of the Nova 
will endanger those talks or keep cus- 
tomers. from buying current Harley 





models, in anticipation of the Nova. 

But even if Harley-Davidson found 
funding for the Nova project tomor- 
row, it would still take at least 18 
months — and more probably two 
years — for the first Novas to reach 
dealer showrooms. And to date, no 
funding has been found. 

Here then, is a look at a very early, 
very cobby, very prototype Nova. The 
finished product, should it ever be 
built, will only share design details 
and concepts with the machine seen 
here. e 














This running, prototype Nova engine features а large, bolt-on external 
flywheel under the left engine sidecover. The sight glass for checking the 
wet-sump oil level is visible at the lower front corner of the sidecase. The 
water-cooled engine is fuel injected, with injectors visible between the 
45°-offset cylinder banks. Each exhaust head pipe is fitted with reed- 
valve-type air injectors to reduce emissions. A bolt-on gearcase connects 
the transmission output shaft with the driveshaft; the left footpeg and 
controls mount on an aluminum bridge which fits over and around the 
driveshaft. Note lack of frame downtubes; the engine is a stressed 
member of the frame. 








Nova combustion chambers are conventional two-valve hemispheres, 
with one spark plug. Considering the side-squish design used in the 
Harley-Davidson Evolution V-twin engine, the use of the plain hemispher- 
ical combustion chamber is a surprise. Note coolant passageways. 





At first glance the Nova engine appears to be air-cooled, with fins on the 
cylinders and cylinder heads. But it's actually water-cooled with the radia- 
tor hidden in the frame backbone, underneath a false tank. 











The Nova engine is a wet-sump, unit-construction design; the crankcases 
are split horizontally. The fuel-injection flow meter sits between the 
cylinders, with injector bodies installed on each side; in this view it 
appears that one injector serves two cylinders, with one manifold feeding 
two intake ports. A counterbalancer shaft rides in the front of the cases. 





The dual camshafts in each cylinder head are driven by a roller chain off the 
crankshaft; it's unclear from these photos whether or not the heads are 
interchangeable with one set of cams driven off each end of the crank. 
Each cam is supported by three bearing towers, and runs directly in the 
casting aluminum. 





The long swingarm and rear-wheel gearcasing for the shaft drive system 
are visible in this view of the Nova. The frame backbone is built up of steel 
plates and the radiator is built-in and fed cooling air through ducts in the 
sides of the backbone; and the engine is suspended without the use of 
downtubes. A collector for the four head pipes is seen ahead of the rear 
wheel; the muffler or mufflers are removed in this photo. Instruments 
used in prototype testing are mounted above the rear wheel. 
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In 1982, Donnie Hansen did it for Team Honda. 

In 1983, it was David Bailey. 

So this year, the only question was, which Team Honda rider would be the 1984 
Supercross Champ?

Jimmy Adamo and Reno Leoni dominated 
Battle of the Twins road racing in America 
for three long years; Adamo lost his title as 
overall BoT T Champion in 1984 thanks to a 


combination of unpredictable, 
random mechanical problems 
and a strong performance by 
Harley Owners' Group(HOG)- 
backed Gene Church on the Lucifer's 


Hammer Harley-Davidson prepared 
by Don Tilley. But even if Adamo 


had beaten Church, he most likely 
wouldn't have been overall BoTT 
Champion anyway, because a rule 
change made each BoTT class pay 
points equally, thus favoring the 
usually-trouble-free machines in the 
Stock class. Indeed, Will Roeder won 
the 1984 overall title on a Stock-class

Be that as it may, the combination 
of Adamo riding Leoni's motorcycles 
is a potent one. Adamo not only 
entered and.won BoTT events, but 
also scored well in Superbike and 
even, on occasion, Formula One races 
on the Italian twins. 

What we have here are Leoni's 
Superbikes, one based on a 600 Pan- 
tach, one based on a 900. Both were 
Ducatis before Cagiva took over pro- 
duction and sale of “Ducati” motor- 
cycles in an arrangement we're still 
not certain we understand. 


These two aren't the trickest Cagi- 





vas Leoni has — a new Pantah-based, 
single-rear-shock GP model ridden 
by Adamo exclusively in BoTT and 
F-1 events is newer and tricker — but 
these two are Superbike legal. 

Which is why we're looking at 
them here. 

This is the first installment in a 
series examining just what it takes to 
make street bikes into Superbikes. The 
question is, how close are these things 
to the bikes people can buy from 
dealers? The answer? Not very. 

Here, then, are Reno Leoni's Cag- 
iva Superbikes, as ridden by Jimmy 
Adamo.

Leoni's Pantah has the same type of external oiling system as his 900, but 
feeds oil to the center of the polished crankshaft; connecting rods are 
Carrillo chrome-moly steel. The 41mm intake valves are timed 60°-90°; 
35mm exhausts 90°-60°. : 
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Leoni's 900 has a polished crankshaft with 750SS connecting rods, 
which are longer than stock 900SS rods. The Wiseco pistons have just 
two rings — one chromed compression, one three-piece oil control — and 
the crankcases are bored to 95mm to accept oversize cast iron cylinder 
liners. АП the gears in the cam bevel drive are polished, and the bevel gears 
are shimmed — Leoni says they must be ''free, not loose, not tight, butjust 
free.’’ A window in the rear cylinder's cam drive cover plate allows Leoni 
to tell when the Castrol R40 engine oil is warm enough for Adamo to ride 
the bike — cold oil collects and fills up the window, and when the oil's 
warm enough it's also thin enough that it drains quickly down the bevel 
shaft tube and doesn't fill the sight window. Hollow camshafts are fed oil 
through external lines fitted to the rocker covers; rockers are lubed 
through holes in the cam lobes. The crankshaft oiling system is also 
redone, routing oil through a Derale cooler and then to an aluminum block 
with three fittings, one to the crankshaft and one to each cylinder head, 
with 2.5mm restrictors in each cylinder head feed line to maintain crank- 
shaft oil pressure.

The man behind the King... 





Kel Carruthers 


By Don Cox 


Kel Carruthers has had a variety of job titles 
over the past seven years, ranging from pres- 
ident of a racing corporation to chief techni- 
cian. There have been different signatories on 


his paychecks, the latest being 


the Marlboro/Giacomo Agos- 
tini combine. 

But throughout those years 
the stocky, 46-year-old, Australian- 
born, California-domicile ex-racer 
and former 250cc World Champion 
has been doing “basically the same 
job." Carruthers and an engineer 
from the Japanese factory form the 
core of Yamaha’s 500cc world champ- 
ionship road racing team. 

It was Carruthers who formed a 
team to take Kenny Roberts to Europe 
in 1978. The results include first in 
1978, 1979 and 1980, third in 1981, 
fourth in 1982 after Roberts missed 
the last part of the season through 
injury, and second by two points in 
1983. This year Yamaha's Eddie Law- 
son brought racing’s most prestigious 
crown back to the factory — its fifth 
500 title. Agostini won the first in 
1975. 

It would not be correct to-say Car- 
ruthers is the “тап behind Eddie 
Lawson." They have worked together 
for the last two seasons; the Car- 
ruthers-Roberts partnership dates 
from 1973, when Kel was appointed 
manager of the Yamaha America road- 
race squad. 

What Carruthers is is the man 
responsible for putting two competi- 
tive Yamahas on the grid for 500cc 


Grands Prix. And that, as he'll tell | 





you, is a lot of work. 

""There's just so much work you 
can do on a factory 500 these days. I 
would say we have the best 500, in 
terms of the amount of maintenance 
needed — the life of all the parts is 
pretty fantastic. But you never stop 
working on those motorcycles. There 
are so many things to look at and so 
many things you can change,” he said. 

"We have one mechanic per bike 
(two bikes per rider), and I will help 
whichever mechanic needs the most 
assistance. If one guy finishes his 
bikeearly, he will get in and help some 
of the others, because there are so 
many things, just in gearbox combi- 
nations and shock absorber settings. 
What often happens is you run out of 
time before you finish making all the 
adjustments you could try. 

“Then there's (the subject of) tires, 
which is a whole new game. When I 
raced you had three different sorts of 
tires: you had worn ones, new ones 
that you bought, and new ones you 
got for free. The new ones you got 
free were the good ones. They were 
exactly the same as the ones you 
bought, but getting them free made 
them better!” Kel jokes. 

"Now, with Dunlop, we probably 
have anything up to three possible 
rear race tires at any given circuit. 
And we could also have three or four 
others to test. There might only be 
two or three examples of these tires — 





just enough so that if you have time 
to test one and per chance it's really 
good, you have another one for the 
race. 


“So that's another factor — you're 
always tire testing, both for Dunlop 
Japan and the English factory in 
Birmingham. Basically, we use an 
English front and a Japanese rear at 
all the circuits. That's the normal 
combination, the baseline we operate 
from," Carruthers explained. 


After 11 years working with Kenny 
Roberts and two years with Eddie 
Lawson, Kel had some illuminating 
comments on the rider/mechanicrela- 
tionship. 

“Eddie is a fair bit different. He is 
easier to work with than Kenny. Not 
that being easier to work with is 
necessarily good, although easier to 
work with means you don't do as 
much work, if you want to look at it 
that way! The problem is, maybe you 
don't find out as many things," Car- 
ruthers said. 

“Kenny is probably the worst per- 
son in the world to work with on a 
motorcycle, because he keeps wanting 
to change every damn thing! He is 
really good when you change some- 
thing, because he'll try it and come 
back in and say whether it's better. 
But then he'll say we should change 
this, that and something else. And 
90% of the time you'll change it and 
it's worse. But the other 10% of the 
time you'll find something that he 
likes a bit better. 

"In other words, Kenny is never 
happy. He will drive you crazy, be- 
cause he'll say it's perfect, then want 
things changed. You can work that 
way, so long as you can always go 





back to the point where it was right. 

"In theend Kenny would probably 
end up with a better motorcycle than 
Eddie — maybe and maybe not, be- 
cause sometimes the more you change 
things the more confused you become. 
Things can get difficult with Kenny's 
way if you lose something along the 
way by trying too many things. 

“Eddie will come back in after try- 
ing something and say, 'that's really 
good, I don't think there is anything 
we can do to make it better, I've just 
got to get out there and ride the thing.’ 

“The point is, they're both doing it 
the way they think it should be done," 
said Kel. 

One of the better kept secrets of the 
1984 season was Yamaha had reed- 
valve induction engines from the 
very first grand prix in South Africa. 
Perhaps journalists were too involved 
in getting a look under the fairing of 
Honda's V-4. When the news was 
broken some writers described the 
engine as theresult of a suggestion by 
Kenny Roberts, for an engine with a 
more usable powerband. Carruthers 
said the new engine wasn't initiated 
by KR, that Yamaha engineers do all 
the engine designing. 

"Kenny doesn't have anything to 
do with design, per se. He might have 
said, 'Hey, let's try a reed-valve.' But 
you can bet the Japanese had either 
already tried a reed-valve or had one 
in the design stages. 

“There are a lot of things the factory 
engineers would ask Kenny about, and 
he would suggest that maybe they 
should try placing the engine further 
forward, lower or further back, just 
from the feel he would get riding it. 
But that would be the amount of his 
input into what they build in a motor- 
cycle,” Kel said. 

Why did they build a reed-valve 
engine? 

“They were looking for easier start- 
ing and more mid-range power. Top- 
end power is not as important as it 
used to be with a 500, because now 
they've all got so much power that a 
little bit more or less at the top end 
doesn't make that much difference. It's 
better if you can make more power in 
the bottom and middle range. 

“Опе of the main problems with 
the 500s now is to make them easier to 
ride — that's probably as important 
as anything else. It's easy to get more 
power, and it's easy to make them 
easy to ride. But it's very difficult to 
keep the power you want and make 
the bike easier to ride. That's the 
main thing you look for these days. 

“Eddie used the reed-valve engine 
all through the season, from South 
Africa. Virginio (Ferrari) uses one or 
the other — it doesn't seem to bother 
him that much," said Carruthers. 

When it came to the racing, Law- 
son's 1984 was quite unlike Roberts' 
swansong grand prix year in 1983. 
Kenny started from behind in the 
1983 points table, then raced it out 
meeting by meeting with Honda's 
Freddie Spencer. Lawson began with 
ascoring spree that put him 30 points 
ahead of the defending champion

after the first four races, then had to 
withstand the pressure and not 
squander his advantage. 

"Eddie had a problem this year in 
that he won three out of the first four 
races. Then at Italy he had a little 
trouble with tires, and in the next few 
races we had a lot of trouble with 
tires. The tires were really good on 
fast corners, but we had a traction 
problem on slow corners, and most of 
the circuits in the second half of the 
season had lots of second- and third- 
gear corners. So Eddie found himself 
in the fortunate, or unfortunate, posi- 
tion of not having to win races,” Car- 
ruthers said. 

"Ideally you should win, because 
that's the only way to make sure. But 
what happened was he would have 
little tire problem; or you'd have a 
race like the Dutch Grand Prix, where 
Eddie said he could have beaten Randy 
(Mamola), if Randy had been on his 
own. Randy is good enough that you 
can't just pull up, pass him and dis- 
appear; you have to race him for a few 
laps and wear him down. Eddie started 
to do that, then they got balked in 
traffic and Raymond Roche arrived 
on the scene. Eddie was frightened of 
getting knocked down or something. 
So he thought, ‘Hey, it isn’t worth 
the risk,’ and finished third. 

“Іп France Eddie's bike wasn't run- 
ning too well, but he knew he had to 
beat Randy for second place. On the 
last lap he did a really good job by 
pulling out and beating Randy. 

"I know, all being well, Eddie can 
run with Freddie Spencer. Like at the 
German Grand Prix he was going 
well until someone ran him off the 
track. After that he thought, ‘Well,

I'm in second position and I won’t 
catch Freddie without doing some- 
thing stupid. 

“His problem was that everybody 
was saying he should be up there rac- 
ing for the lead. But he realized that if 
he was up there racing for the lead 
and he had a small problem and fell 
on his bum, everybody would say 
how stupid Lawson was for going 
harder than he had to go! 


“By Silverstone we had some new . 


tires.and stuff, and we thought from 
there everything would come together 
for him. See, everyone else had noth- 
ing to lose, they could go wide open. 
But Eddie was in the position where 
he’d like to have won, so unless every- 
thing really clicked together he was 
better off just going at a safe pace,” 
Carruthers said. 

Road-race history books may well 
describe the 1984 500 championship 
as a series that was decided by falls. 
Lawson having none, Honda's Spen- 
cer three, one through equipment fail- 
ure and two at non-championship 
events. Was Carruthers surprised at 
Honda not sending Spencer out on 
the triple during official practice at 
the Dutch Grand Prix, and allowing 
him to race Laguna Seca after miss- 
ing one grand prix through an injury 
sustained at the Trans-Atlantic 
Match Races? 

“Well, they were a bit foolish not 
to run the three at Assen if they had 
problems with the four. If you've got 
no problems there's no point in run- 
ning with the three. But if they had a 
problem, which they seemed to have, 
they were crazy not to run it. 

“Аз for the other thing, it's hard to 
say about international races, because 
you can get hurt at any time. You can 
get hurt in practice for a grand prix 
or in testing. Unfortunately, the 
couple of international races the guys 
do pay them a lot of money, so 1t's 
hard to say to them that they can't 
ride. In Eddie's case, he had decided 
back at Daytona time that he wasn't 
going to ride at Laguna Seca, mainly 
because he didn't feel they were going 
to pay him enough money. It wasn't 
that he was told he couldn't ride, that 
didn't really come into it. 

“Eddie rode at the Match Races, 
and he went fast, but he was steady. 
He scored seconds, third and fourths 
all weekend, and he ended up second 
highest individual points scorer. 
Maybé he didn't do anything won- 








derful, but he didn't fall on his bum 
and he earned good money," said Kel 
in typically no-nonsense fashion. 

Casual observers of the Agostini- 
Marlboro Yamaha Team sometimes 
remark that the team looks unwieldy. 
There are the Agostini brothers, Gia- 
como and Felice, and their entour- 
age, Carruthers and the mechanics, 
the Japanese engineers, Lawson and 
Ferrari (who even the best of the pad- 
dock's amateur psychologists can't 
fathom). Kenny Roberts' 250cc team, 
otherwise known as “the B-team," 
parks next to them. 





Carruthers concedes that it could 
appear that way to an outsider. 

“Tt is a little bit much, unless you 
break it down into areas, because 
what's happened is the core of the 
team is the same as it has always been. 
The engineering side is still under 
the control of the Japanese engineer 
and myself. Agostini and all the other 
people you see around have nothing 
at all to do with the bikes. The bit 
that really matters in terms of race 
results is the same as it was for the last 
five or six years, except that the 
mechanics and riders have changed.

The thing that makes it work is basi- 
cally the same. 

"Agostini runs the team in that he 
pays the money and organizes the 
public relations side of it, and all that 
sort of stuff. And his brother Felice 
does all the buying and organizes the 
plane and ferry tickets — all the 
things you need someone to do, but 
you don't want mechanics tied up 
doing. So to an outside person it 
might look like there's a little bit of 
confusion, but only because there are 
more people involved than there used 
to Бе,” Carruthers said. 

Who will ride the factory Yamahas 
next year is not, strictly speaking, 
Carruthers' problem. I asked Kel who 
he would sign if he held the check- 
book. His choice for the first spot was 
predictable (Lawson), but he has in- 
teresting opinions on the best type of 
rider for the second spot. 

“Well, apart from Kenny, who has 
apparently retired, without a doubt 
the three best riders are Eddie, Fred- 
dieand Randy. So if you haveenough 
money you hire one or two of those 
guys. After that it gets a lot more dif- 
ficult. Personally, I would go for one 
of the younger guys and take the risk 
that he would become good, rather 
than take one of the established guys 
— one who's already reached a level 
and is not up there anyhow. 

"It's hard to say, because some- 
times you take a guy, put him on a 
new motorcycle, and he gets a new 
leaseon life. But that doesn't happen 
very often. On theother hand you can 

'pick the most promising young guy 
and he turns out to be a dud. Right 
now I'm not in a position where I 
have to choose riders, and I wouldn't 
like to say, ‘Okay, Га sign this guy,” 
he said. 

Carruthers did say, however, that 
he'd been impressed with Wayne 
Rainey's first season in Europe.

“I think Wayne has done good. Га 
have him on top of the ‘young riders 
you hope you'll turn into world 
champion’ list," Kel said. 

Тће discussion on looking to the 
250 ranks for new 500 talent brought 
more straight-to-the-point observa- 
tions from the 1969 250cc World 
Champion. 

“The 500s are more difficult to ride 
quickly than they used to be. To be 
honest I think they've got so much 
power that unless you're really good 
they probably frighten the hell out of 
the average guy," Carruthers said. 

“The 250 class is really competitive 
now, though I don't know if there are 
any super riders in that class. I think 
there are some good guys, but I'm not 
sure that there are any Freddie Spen- 
cers or Eddie Lawsons there. There's 
no way of telling because they no 
longer ride in two classes. 

“I think what you have there is 
about 10 good guys, and the rest are 
probably good enough that they can 
go out there and go berserk for a cou- 
ple of laps in practice to put up a 
good qualifying time. That's why in 
the 250 class you see 35 guys qualify- 
ing within a second and a half. 

“Then comes the race and they all 
spread out a lot more. You still get six 
or seven guys racing up front, but the 
guys who were up there in practice 
are way down the back, because they 
can only do it for one or two laps. 
This is why you seea lot of crashes in 
the 250 class. I mean in practice they 
just fall off . . . 

“What probably happens: is they 
come in during practice and their 
mechanic tells them what time they're 
doing and says they're not fast enough. 
So they go back out and either go fast 
enough or crash! 

“You don't do that on a 500. If you 
did you'd really hurt yourself. Nowa- 
days, if you fall off a 500 it usually 
highsides you, whereas a 250 will 
highside you sometimes, but a lot of 
the time will just slide away from 
underneath you and you probably 
don't get hurt," Carruthers explained.

Kel Carruthers draws some enlight- 
ening contrasts between his own 
period in grand prix racing and the 
current era. Kel went to Europe in 
1966, having dominated the Austral- 
ian scene for much of the preceeding 
five. His mounts in Australia included 
a 1961 works Honda four-cylinder 
250. He went to Europe well. pre- 
pared, having even made arrange- 
ments for his children's schooling. 
His mounts were a Honda 125 twin 
and a pair of Nortons. 

The following year saw Carruthers 
pilot a Honda to three top-five fin- 
ishes in 125 world championship 
events and four times in the top six 
on an Aermacchi 350. In 1968' he 
recorded five top-six placings on a 
Norton 500; four top-four placings — 
including a second place to Agosti- 
ni's MV-Agusta three in the Ulster 
Grand Prix — on the Aermacchi 350; 
and three top-six placings in the 125 
class. 

Carruthers went into 1969 with a 
flexible arrangement to ride factory 





Aermacchis. He opened the season 
with a second placing in the Spanish 
350 Grand Prix and a sixth at the 
German Grand Prix. He also rode the 
Honda 125, to sixth place in Spain 
and second place in the Isle of Man 
TT 


At the TT Kel was offered an eight- 
valve, four cylinder Benelli 250, as a 


"back-up to Phil Read on the 16-valve 


Benelli. What followed from this 
intended one-off ride was one of the 
classic championship series. Three 
rounds of the 250 series had already 
been run, with Spain's Santiago Her- 
rgro winning two on the monocoque 
chassis, rotary-valve two-stroke, 
single-cylinder Ossa, and Sweden's 
Kent Anderson the other on a semi- 
works Yamaha twin. But in those 
days only seven races counted in a 
12-race series, and nine races were 
held on public road circuits. 
Carruthers won at the Isle of Man, 
finished second in the Dutch Grand 
Prix, third in Belgium, fifth in the 
East German GP, third in Czechos-

lovakia, fourth in Finland, first in 
Belfast, and second in Italy, to go into 
the last round in Yugoslavia needing 
to win to take the series. And on the 
now defunct seaside public road cir- 
cuit at Opatija, Carruthers won. 

Kel's place with Benelli looked 
assured, although the FIM's decision 
to limit 250s to no more than two 
cylinders meant the company would 
have to concentrate on the 350 class. 
(The decision also practically guar- 
anteed that Carruthers was the last 
rider to win the 250 crown on a four- 
stroke.) 

"I was supposed to ride Benellis 

.again in 1970. But then they had a big 
strike at the factory and weren't able 
to prepare enough bikes. So I had to 
get a pair of Yamahas, and the only 
place I could get them was in the 
States," Kel said. 

“I bought a new 250 from Yamaha 
America, but they didn't have any 
3505 left, so I had to buy a used one 
from Don Vesco. Anyway, he said 
that as I was coming to America to 
get the bikes, why not ride his bikes at 
Daytona.” 

Carruthers won the 250 Interna- 
tional at Daytona, and received an 
offer that proved a turning point in 
his career. 

“At Daytona Don and I got to talk- 
ing, and he said if I ever came back to 
America I could operate out of his

workshop and we'd run a race team 
between us.” 

Carruthers did one more season in 
Europe, finishing second to Rod 
Gould's semi-works Yamaha in the 
250 championship and second to 
Agostini's MV-Agusta in the 350, 
then took up Vesco's offer. 

“Тап (Mrs. Carruthers) and I talked 
about it while we were in Europe in 
1970. We thought we'd about had 
enough of Europe, and thought we'd 
drop in to the States for a year on our 
way back to Australia, just to do some 
races there. 

“The good thing was that I did 
really well. I think I did seven races 
and made more money than I had 
made in three or four years in Europe! 
At the end of the season Kawasaki 
wanted to sign me, then Yamaha 
wanted to sign me, so 1 signed a con- 
tract with Yamaha. 

“І just happened to get lucky, I 
guess. I happened to be in the right 
place at the right time, because the 
races in America dropped off for a 
while after that and now they're in 
limbo. It was really good in the early 
1970s when all the Japanese and Brit- 
ish factories were in there. 

"Now the European thing has 
picked up," Carruthers said. 

“The two main differences from 
my day are the amount of money 
involved and the amount of work. 
That about covers everything other 
than that there's not that much dif- 
ference, per se. 

"Money-wise, today, a few guys 
can make enough money to retire on 
— that never used to happen. On the 
other end of the scale, 1t can cost so 
much now that a guy can be ruined 
financially. And in the middle, what 
I think happens is you spend a lot 
more money and make a lot more 
money, so you end up not making 
much profit. 

“When I raced you didn't spend 


` much and you didn't make а lot. And 


if you were any good you ended up 
with a small amount of profit. Now 
you have extremes at both ends, where 
you can retire a millionaire or you can 
go completely bust. In the middle the 
profit at the end of the year is probably 
about the same, because you've spent 
more to make тоге,” Kel said. 

“Ав for the riders, they ride differ- 
ently today because the bikes and the 
circuits are different. But I guess if 
you could put guys into different eras 
the guys who were good when I rode 
would be good now and vice versa. 

“The big difference now is the 
tracks are smaller and slower, and 
they have more tight corners. When I

rode in Europe most of the circuits 
were public road circuits, normally 
five, six and seven miles to a lap, and 
with surfaces ranging from good to 
bloody awful! Normally they were 
just high-speed circuits. Even if they 
had some slow corners, basically they 
were all quick. 

“The important thing was picking 
your line, being able to use all the 
road. If you had a 150-mph motor- 
bike, you had to be able to judge the 
high-speed corners and make use of 
that speed. 

"Now there's а lot more braking 
involved and, especially with the 500s, 
it’s how well you can judge accelera- 
tion out of corners. You've got to get 
the bike to the stage where it’s actu- 
ally sliding. Then you've got to be 
careful that you don't highside!”’ Car- 
ruthers noted. 


And how long did he give himself. 


continuing with a job that kept him 
on the road? 

"I don't know. Every year I say I 
probably won't do it again! I've been 
with Yamaha now for 13 years. The 
job I have now is with Marlboro, in 
that I'm paid by Marlboro and Agos- 
tini, but the work I do is for Yamaha. 
My involvement with the team is 
most directly involved with Yamaha. 
I've had that job since I came back to 
Europe in 1978, when I formed the 
team to bring Kenny over. My title 
changes from year to year, but basi- 
cally my job is the same. These days I 
don't have to worry about the finan- 
cial side of it — I used to be the one 
who had to pay the bills. I don't have 
to do that anymore because it's not 
Yamaha's money any more — Marl- 
boro and Agostini have to pay. 

"So I've been doing this job for a 
long time, and when you're involved 
with a job it becomes fairly easy to 
you, and unless you have something 
else you really want to do, it's diffi- 
cult to stop. ^

"I'm lucky in a way that I live in 
America. Put it this way, if I lived in 
Australia I couldn't do this job because 
the school summer vacation there is 
at Christmas time. As it is now I do 
Daytona, and my wife Jan can come 
with me. Then I go off to South 
Africa and do maybe a month in 
Europe alone. Then Jan and my 
daughter Kerry can come over for a 
couple of weeks at Easter. They go 
back home and Kerry goes to school 
for another month then, with the 
long summer vacation in America, 
they're able to come over from June 
all the way through to the end of the 
season. 

"If Ilived in Australia, Kerry would 
have to go to school for that period. 
Frankly, I wouldn't do this job if Jan 
and Kerry couldn't be here for at least 
50% of the season. I wouldn't like to 
live in Europe full-time — six months 
a year is enough. And of course I have 
my motorhome, which is fairly good. 

“That’s also something that is dif- 
ferent to when I was racing. There is 
enough money that you can live 
more comfortably — the way people 
are supposed to live. Even now people 
still say, boy, your motorhome is big. 
But I say, I could park three of them 
in my bedroom at home — and you 
have to live in the damn thing for six 
months! It's just the way you look at 
it, but it is comfortable and that 
makes the thing more pleasant," Car-

Alpenblasters and Red Roads 


In the Alps the K100s come alive, 
and we'll remember one particular 
loop fondly. It shows up as a red road 
on our map, and these are listed as 
smaller, scenic routes. The loop began 
at Corvara, a ski town bristling with 
restaurants and pensions (rooms). Тће 
road climbed from green hills up a 
series of switchbacks to rock, snow, 
and the cold breath of the high coun- 
try. All the way around we were sur- 
rounded by mighty bare-rock moun- 
tains, rugged, gashed with fissures 
and washed with the filminess of 
waterfalls that disperse along sheer 


rock faces and never reach the ground. | 


At the summit is a raw wind and 
rocks, some ski areas and the hotel, 
then it's 35 turns (they are numbered) 
back down the mountain to Arabba 
as the land changes back from bare, 
wet rock to mossy patches to full 
green with flowers. In Pieve the houses 
hang over the edge of a sheer drop 
into a valley, and down in Caprile it 
is summer-warm again, and Mount 
Civetti glows in the dusk like a dream. 

We take a room for 25,000 lira in 
Caprile, but it figures to only $15.25 
with breakfast included. In the morn- 





with marmalade, butter and coffee. 
We four are the only persons in the 
restaurant, and frequently we are the 
,only guests for lunch, or overnight in 
the pensions. June is the ideal time to 
see the Alps, but come before mid- 
May and many places will not be 
open, and many mountain passes 
will still be choked with snow. By 
mid-July the horrendous rush begins 
and all of Germany goes to Italy for 
August. Avoid those months. 


On Your Own, or On a Tour? 


You can travel by motorcycle in 
Europe in two basic fashions — with 
a tour or on your own. I was a 
member of one of Bob and Liz Beach's 
wonderful tours in 1979, and became 
a total believer in the joys of Europe 
by motorcycle. An organized tour has 
the advantages of providing other 
riders to enjoy your time with, and to 
provide help in times of need. A lug- 
gage van carries your bags so they 
don’t load down your bike while 
flicking through hairpins. And it can 
carry your bike to a mechanic in case 
of a breakdown. 

But there is another side to organ- 
ized tours. You tend to associate only 
with your group; the: locals may

would not try to engage a group of 
riders in conversation. And if you 
find yourself in a locale you'd like to 
spend some time in, well usually the 
tour moves on the next morning and 
your time is limited. And of course, 
you're somewhat obligated to the 
tour's route. If you've always wanted 
to see Yugoslavia, but your tour 
doesn't go there, well, wait till the 
next trip. 

Тће subject here 25 the next trip. If 
you've been on an organized tour of 
Europe, or if you just really want to 
do Europe on your own, here are 
some suggestions and observations. 

The easiest, and most expensive, 
means of having a new bike in Europe 
is to buy а BMW over there. You may 
contact your nearest BMW dealer for 
overseas delivery, or contact Bob 
Beach. Both can help you with details 
about getting the bike home. 

Too expensive? Low-mileage ren- 
tal BMWs are available in limited 
numbers. Again contact BMW or 
Beach. Want to buy some other brand 
of bike in Europe to ship home? Con- 
tact your Moto Guzzi or other dealer 
for details on where to begin. But 
forget about buying a Japanese bike 
in Europe. Prices are about the same 
as over here, but American models 
are not available. You could buy a 
European specification machine over 
there, but would have big problems 
trying to license it here. 

Shipping your own machine to 
Europe is an inexpensive route, and I 
think the best. Some carriers, such as 
Air Canada, can pallet-ship your bike, 
which does not even require crating. 
It flies in the hold of the same plane 
you take, and can be on the road with 
you in Europe in a very short time. 


The Dolomites: Italy's Alps 


Border crossing in the rest of 
Europe are informal affairs compared 
with those of the DDR. We were sel- 
dom even asked for our passports, 
and when we were, the blue cover of 





our U.S. documents was usually 
enough for the border guards to wave 
us through. 

Leraving Caprile, we wound south 
on more thrilling red roads, crazy 
fine squiggles between more main 
roads. Somewhere near Fiera de Pre- 
miero we rounded a turn to find the 
ruins of a castle on a high rock out- 
cropping, looking desolate from a 
thousand years of use. 

South of Fiera the road wound 
above a river, through dozens of 
damp-smelling tunnels, till we 
emerged from the last one, blinking 
in the light, and descended to the 
broad plain that makes up all the rest 
of Italy, heading for Feltre and Venice. 

When the land changed our mood 
changed. From the wild and easy and 
comfortable mountains we entered 
the humid heat and mad dashings of 
the polluted plains. Soon we seemed 
to hop from city tocity, with each one 
becoming hotter, more humid, more 
hectic. 


How to be a Millionaire in Italy 


Ever wanted. to be a millionaire 
and have your bedroom shown on 
“Lifestyles of the Rich and Famous”? 
Go to Italy. It's all part of the little 
currency game people can play in 
Europe. During our trip, June of 
1984, the dollar was very strong and 
getting stronger in relation to the 
currencies of Europe. And the rela- 
tive strength, or weakness, of the dol- 
lar will havea lot to do with what you 
will eat and where you will stay and 
what you will buy on your trip to 
Europe. 

Five years ago, in 1979, an Ameri- 
can dollar would: buy about 850 Ital- 
ian lira. When we crossed the border 
in June, we could buy 1650 lira for a 
dollar. To possess a million lira, all 
we would have had to do was exchange 
$606.06! And since our visit, the dol- 
lar has gotten stronger. The price of 
millionaire-ing in Italy is now well 
below $600. Ciao!

SHOEI. The Choice of Champions /; 
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Italian Style: The Cult of 
the Vespa 

Vespa scooters are as much a part 
of Italian culture as pizza, vino and 
spaghetti. The styling of these little 
two-strokes has not changed signifi- 
cantly in two decades, and for years 
they've had a cult following in its 
country of origin. 

Current Vespa style can be sporty, 
as for those who pull the engine cov- 
ers off their bikes to expose their 50- 
200ccengines. With fan-cooling ducts 
in place the engines look like huge 
metal snails. The more dapper ride in 
carefully tailored shirts with theright 
hand on the throttle and the left on 
the hip, theelbow jutting jauntily on 
the side. In the pockets of their tight 
shirts bulge packs of cigarettes. 

The favorite accessory is a set of 
black or white plastic egg-crate grilles 
that fit over headlight, taillight and all 
four turn signals. ‘The real style lead- 
ers, of course, mount radios in the 
little glove boxes behind the Vespa 
leg shields, with huge round speakers 
pointing back at their feet. Some- 
times there will be murals on the lit- 
tle machines showing fantasy scenes 
of stars and summer nights. As you'd 
expect, California scenes are popular. 


If You're Ever in Yugoslavia... 


You know the old lines: "Sure, 
come to the house with me, pal. My 
wife/mother will be glad to put ano- 
ther plate on for supper!" Or, "Hey, 
my best friend happens to live in 
Bunghole City — when you get there, 
just drop in and tell him I sent you. 
He'll treat you like a king!” 

So you show up at your buddy's 
house, or in Bunghole City, and the 
reception is folded arms, icy stares 
and the bum's rush. Which leads us 
to: five days before leaving on our 
trip, a man I met at the dealership 
told me, “ТЇ you're going to Yugosla- 
via, you must stop in and see my 
father. Just bring along a case of beer 
and he'll treat you like a king." Sure. 

Three weeks later the sun in Yugo- 
slavia was hot, and the road south of 
Senj glared off a steamy Adriatic. Our 
instructions had been to go the re- 
quired distance south of town to a 
sign. At the sign turn toward the sea 
on a little road. At the village, stop 
the first person we saw and ask for 
Тото Pushak. Right. 

Тће single-lane split road glided a 
thousand feet down the rocky cliffs, 
and I perspired from more than the 
heat. The old guy was probably a 
retired wrestler with a shotgun, and 
he'd resent the fact that all we could 
carry between our two bikes was a 
miserly six-pack of green bottles with 
no labels. 

The village unfolded beneath us at 
the last turn, tile roofs and white- 
washed walls, a dream of Greece 
hundreds of miles to the south.We 
drew the K100s up in the shade by the 
kiosk on the waterfront as windsurfers 
glided by the islands. 'The first person 
who passed by was a woman dressed 
in black. Margery, my wife, said in 
English, “We'd like to find Tomo 
Pushak." 

Тће woman called to someone in a 
window. I winced, hoping ol' Тото 
wasn't trying to take a nap. A boy of 
12 came out. The woman spoke to 
him briefly and he waved for us to 
follow him. I cradled the beer bottles 
in my arms, like an offering to the 
volcano god. 

Up, up, up we climbed on concrete 
steps, past lovely, undulating, mor- 
tarless stone walls, through sweat-in- 
the-eyes heat to the very highest, last 
house in the village. I gave the boy 
some coins. We were on our own. 
"Тото Pushak?” I called, hoping he 
was out butchering cattle or cracking 


fence. rocks in two with bare hands,.. 








anything but lying in wait for these 
six-pack tourists who actually fell for 
one of the oldest lines in the book. 

А head peeked out the door, bald- 
ing and lined. “We're from Amer- 
ica," I said, "friends of your son.” 

And Tomo smiled, opened the gate, 
welcomed us in. I showed him my 
business card; he produced an identi- 
cal card I had given his son some 
weeks before. But when he took the 
beer he shook his head. It was warm. 
He took the bottles and produced 
some cold ones from inside his two- 
story, whitewashed home with the 
geraniums blooming in the windows. 

'To make it short, we found a pen- 
sion in the village where the four of 
us stayed for two days. The rooms 
were modern, the restroom down the 
hall, and the lady of the house would 
produce a beer or a meal whenever we 
asked for one. Our evenings were 
spent down on the waterfront where 
Тото mixed a liter of wine and a 
liter of mineral water to make ''gem- 
ishe." The sun faded behind the 
islands, and Tomo talked to us in 
slow, careful German which, with 
appropriate gestures and sometimes 
drawings, we understood! 

We spent two nights, with dinner 
each night and breakfast each morn- 
ing, numerous beers and a tip for the 
lady. It cost about $55 per couple! 

In Europe, the places to stay are 
pensions, zimmers and chambres, 
three words that mean pretty much 
the same thing in various languages 
— individual rooms in private homes 
you can rent at very competitive rates. 
True, the bathroom is usually down 
the hall, but often there will bea sink 
in the room. Breakfast is usually 
included, and consists of fresh bread 
with marmalade and butter, coffee or 
tea. But what is most charming about 
pensions (also called “bed and break- 
fasts” or "band b's" in Great Britain) 
is that you stay in the same house as 
your host family, and it's usually 
quite easy to mingle with them and 
the other guests informally at break- 
fast or during the day. Hotels shut 
people away, but pensions do not. 


The Bad News 

Тће R100-series BMWs are now 
passing away, as the last ones will be 
built sometime this month. From 
this point forward, theonly flat twins 
coming out of BMW's Spandau 
assembly plant will be R65s and 
R80s, and the Europe-only R45. 

The old-line BMW faithful will 
regret the passing of the R100, and so 
will several American accessory com- 
panies. These companies made a size- 
able chunk of their business selling 
performance shocks to R100 owners, 
and fork kits, stronger aluminum 
upper triple clamps, frame bracing. 
You could always tell ifa BMW rider 
knew his stuff by inspecting his bike 
for these aftermarket fixes. As you 
can imagine, these companies are 
waiting 1n anticipation to see if the 
K100s will have similar flaws they 
can capitalize upon. 

The bad news is for those compan- 
ies; the following is an open letter to 
them: 

The R100s will soon be gone. It’s 
time to chuck your remaining supply 
of R-fixes in a box and truck ’em 
down to K-Mart for their Blue Light 
Specials. 

Now, about that K100. Mostly bad 
news, guys. The upper triple clamp? 
Forget it. They come witha cast piece 
that looks like a gymnast's upper 
body. Frame bracing — are you kid- 
ding? They use the engine asa stressed 
member. The actual frame ain't big 
enough to hang your hat on. 

Front suspension? Here's your best 
shot — it works fine solo, but touring 
riders are going to want some air 


_ caps. Start cranking those out, Rear? 
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The K100s are different enough to be BMWs, yet work well enough to 
attract the Faithful. Shot in a field of flowers in the Italian Dolomites. 
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It's hard to figure how, in this day 
and age, BMW can bring out a new- 
generation bike without adjustable 
damping or air. There's something 
else you can work on. 

Best of luck in finding a new line of 
BMW products to fill your catalog. 
Truly yours and all that, etc., etc. 
Traveling in Europe is... 

Traveling in Europe is finding five 
countries' coins in your pocket at 
once, and not having a clue as to 
what they're worth. 

Traveling in Europe is returning 
to your room after dinner, ducking 
under three days of wash hanging 
dripping from the ceiling. 

It’s wondering what the waiter will 
bring after you’ve just pointed at the 
menu and smiled. 

It’s being yanked back home by 
“Girls Just Want to Have Fun" on 
the pension radio, a Lennon medley 
at the pizza shop, European M-TV at 
a restaurant. 

Or a tour bus horn sounding like 
thecrack of doom as you're entering a 
blind hairpin much too fast. 

It's thethrill of owing 20,000 lira to 
your riding buddy, and being relieved 
to find out it's only $12.00. 


The Glitches 


When the sun beat down in Yugo- 
slavia it became humidly hot, and in 
Zagreb's traffic an extra blast of heat 
blew from theengine when the BMW's 
electric fan kicked іп. The К100% 
radiator pours heat on your legs, and 
it will make a hot ride on a hot day 
very hot indeed. 

And engine resonance was a prob- 
lem on our bike. At about 3200 rpm, 
which corrsponds to about 55 mph, 
the vibes shuddered the left footpeg, 
and tingled the right hand grip. 
Winding through the gears caused 
the resonances to scurry about the 
tank and seat. Rudolph's K100 had 
resonances at the same speeds, but 
they were not as severe. Another K100 
rider reported that his bike was smooth 
as glass at all speeds. 

Thirdly, the K-models have instru- 
ment glitches that manifest them- 
selves in different ways. On our bike, 
the liquid-crystal gear counter went 
nuts, sometimes showing the wrong 
number, sometimes throwing out 
random single-digit numbers at com- 
puter-think speeds. Rudolph's bike 
had no problem; another K100 of our 
acquaintance lost the entire instru- 








Some Advice 


Our ride continued back into the 
Austrian and Italian Alps, back into 
the coolness and relative mountain 
sanity where there was not a Vespa 
always hanging on your shoulder in 
the city, or a car crowding into your 
lane. Back to where we could be com- 
fortable in our two-piece leathers, to 
where there was a thrill a minute on 
the Alpine roads. 

Into Switzerland, into Germany, 
then to Holland, the ride continued 
for another couple weeks. Our advice 
to those thinking of Europe by motor- 
cycle is to go as soon as possible, 
while the dollar is still high. Avoid 
hotels for the chummier pensions. 

Take a good rain suit, and spare 
face shields and screws if you bring 
an American helmet. Buy racy Euro- 
pean leathers and boots. Learn some 
basic words in German and Italian, 
and in French if you go to France. 


Finishing Touches 


Back in Munich five weeks later, I 
surrendered our silver K100 RS to 
BMW. And truly, I was sad to have to 
do so. The bike feels solid, all a piece; 
the # 1005 feel rather delicate іп com- 
parison. The K100 suspension is much 
stiffer, but every bit as supple. Still, 
the K100s do need an adjustable sus- 
pension. BMW will begin offering 
Nivomat suspension as an option, 
but it's still an automatic system. 
When is BMW going to trust its cus- 
tomers to do more than set spring 
preload? 

Тће K100 is the right bike for 
BMW, and the market, at this time. 
Its looks are destined to be classic 
with that enormous valve cover pok- 
ing out the left side. It looks different 
enough, and 25 different enough, yet 
functions well enough in its own 
right, that people can buy them 
knowing they are for-real good mo- 
torcycles, not just kinda funky off- 
shoots that have, well, a different sort 
of message. 

Once BMW delivers these machines 
with better vibration control, an ad- 
justable suspension front and rear, a 
radiator vented differently and instru- 
ments free of glitches, it's going to be 
hard to find fault with its new-genera- 
tion machines. Just as BMW's ultra- 
modern, four-cylinder office build- 
ing beats the usual glass box corporate 
headquarters, the K100 is better than 
the old R100 in virtually every way.

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Nava Pro-Flex plastic boots

Plastic boots have been around 
for a long time, but none of 
them have really stayed around. 
The problems with them are 
few, but major. Many riders don't 
like plastic boots because they lack 
mobility in the ankle area — which 
can lead to knee injuries. Other riders 
complain they can't feel the shift- 
lever through a hard plastic boot. 

The designers who spent four years 
developing the Nava Pro-Flex plastic 
boot have studied these problems and 
claim they have come up with the best 
plastic boot to date. 

The Pro-Flex boot has an omni- 
directional, accordian-type ankle 
pivot that allows 360° mobility, unlike 
most plastic boots that use hinges 
providing only forward-and-back- 
ward movement. 

Another feature that makes the 
Pro-Flex boot unique is that it isn’t 
cast out of just one type of material 
—the outer, upper shell is made out 
of hard-cell urethane, while the lower 
boot casing is made from Pebax, a 
softer type of plastic. ‘The inner shoe 
has a steel arch, unlike most conven- 
tional leather boots. ISDE, MX and 
Euro-MX soles are available. 

'The Pro-Flex boot is waterproof 
because of a 200-denier nylon inner 
liner, which is easily removable and 
washable. Each boot can be torn 
down to 13 different pieces, all of 
which are replaceable. To allow water 
to escape after washing (or if water 
finds its way in while riding), there is 
a drain plug located near the heel. 

There are three plastic buckles on 
each boot, and the buckles adjust to 
almost any size. Putting on the boot 
requires the buckles to be squeezed to- 
gether, and a button must be pressed 
to release them. Nava claims the 
buckles will not clog up with mud. 

Like all the plastic boots we've ever 
worn, Nava's take a long time to get 
used to — but the Navas didn't take as 
long as most. When we first slipped 
our feet into the Navas, we were 
impressed how comfortable they 
felt. Whileriding, we didn't have any 
problems with shifting; the shiftlever 
could be felt, but not as well as when 
wearing a conventional leather boot. 
Mis-shifts were rare because of that. 











The Nava Pro-Flex plastic boots 
have 13 separate pieces. The nylon 
liner is waterproof, and all of the 
parts are replaceable. Each boot 
weighs 3 pounds 12 ounces. The 
buckles (below) are a pain to use. 





We also didn’t have any problems 
with reduced ankle flex causing a 
possible knee injury. And the steel 
arch really came in handy when kick- 
ing-over a stubborn CR500 Honda. 

Now the bad news. We hated the 
buckles. It was always a task to get 
them undone, and they do get even 
harder to open when covered with 
mud. We managed to tear off one of 
the plastic tabs used to pull half the 
buckle out of the clasp. Luckily, the 
buckles are replaceable. A new design 
is definitely needed here. 

The second problem is that the 
rider loses the feeling of the motorcy- 
cle between his legs. On some motor- 
cycles, the problem is amplified be- 
cause either the frame or airbox sticks 
out and the plastic boot can't form 
around them. It can be uncomfort- 
able, but after a long while, you can 
get somewhat used to it. Sometimes, 
the top of the boot catches either the 
bottom of the seat or the side panel on 
some bikes. 

Тће Nava Pro-Flex boots are the 
best plastic boots we've ever tested, 
and we rank them right up there with 
some of the best leather boots avail- 
able. Recently I clipped the top of a 
bump and bent my foot back under- 
neath the footpeg while wearing fairly 
new leather boots — now I wear a 
plaster boot and wish I was wearing 
the Nava Pro-Flex boot at that time. 

Since the Navas are made out of 
plastic and have replaceable parts, 
they should last twice as long as 
leather boots. If you can stand the 
stupid buckles and feeling less of 
your bike between your legs, the 
Nava Pro-Flex boots are a worthwhile 
investment. They only cost about 
$149, which is in the ballpark with 
top-quality leather boots — it used to 
be that plastic boots cost much more 
than leather boots. They come in 
only one color — black, but the buck- 
kles are available in yellow, green or 
red.

Series: Final round 


Cunningham rips to 
Delaware State win

BEAR, DE, OCT. 28 


Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham finished 
the 1984 season in style, riding his 500 
Automatic to the overall win at the final 


round of the series, 


National, which was organized 
by the Delaware Enduro Rid- 
ers. Cunningham, who had the 
series title clinched going in, 
sealed his third consecutive overall 
win with a 10-point score, finishing 
ahead of Husky teammatés Dave Ber- 
tram and Mike Melton who com- 
pleted the 112.1-mile course with 
scores of 12 and 13 points, respec- 
tively. 

Melton’s score was enough to move 
the '83 series champ into second 
overall in the season’s final point tally. 

Another Husky teammate — Kevin 
Hines — tied with New Jersey priva- 
teer Donnie Tomlin at 16 points, but 
picked up fourth overall for the day by 
virtue of his 10-second advantage 
over Tomlin at an emergency check- 
point. Drew Smith completed a Husky 
sweep of the top positions by placing 
fifth with 18. 

Even with temperatures in the mid- 
80s — quite warm for this time of 
year — there were few complaints 
about conditions at the event. Most 
riders agreed that the course, while 
not one of the most difficult, was still 
one of the year's best — combining 
tight woods sections with fast fire 
roads and stretches of blacktop in and 
around the north Delaware com- 
munity. 

Larry Curlett, a member of the 
D.E.R. club and one of the key people 
involved in organizing the event, 
explained the club’s philosophy with 
regard to the layout: "Ме basically 
try to run a true enduro — one that 
requires not only strong riding skills 
— but one that forces a rider to think. 
It would be easy to lay out a killer 
course, but only the top guys would 
be able to finish. We want a course 
that's challenging, but doesn't stop

the less experienced riders from fin- 
ishing.” 

Cunningham agreed with Curlett's 
ideas, and felt the club's effort to lay 
out such a trail was successful. “Ii 
was a really good event," said Cun- 
ningham. ‘‘The thing I liked most 
about it was that it was a true enduro. 
A lot of clubs put on enduros to testa 
guy on his riding ability — which isa 
good point. With so many fast guys 
today, they have to make it difficult, 
otherwise you'll һауе а bunch of guys 
zero the thing. The difference today 
was that they made you use your 
head ..-if you didn't, you got 
burned. It was a real test оба rider's 
ability to think." 


Melton ‘concurred: “You always 
have to think when you come 
here . . . it was a really good event.” 

A prime example of the" intellec- 
tual obstacles éncountered by the 
competitors:came at the 72.1-mile 
mark, and both Melton and Hines 
found out about it the hard way. 
Club members had set up an observa- 
tion check — but with a twist. 

"It was marked as an observation 
check," said Melton, “but what threw 
me off was that they gave us our time 
out there, so I thought I had at least 
another three miles to go before the 
next check — I just floored it. It was 
less than three miles to the next timed 
check (laughs). and I burned it by a 
minute!" К 

Hines also acknowledged that the 
check was clearly marked “ОВ,” but 
was still not completely satisfied with 
the arrangement. “I wasn't aware о! 
the rules. I think that Mike and I were 
the only guys that burned that one. It 
was about 2.2 miles from the pre- 
vious check, and I rolled in four 
seconds early. I had a terrible ride

today, it was as simple as that.” 

If that weren't enough, Hines had 
more unexpected difficulties when 
he collided with another rider just 
before the third gas stop. The en- 
counter came as riders were routed 
back along a section of trail that they 
had run earlier in the day. 

“I didn't approve of them running 
us backwards through those reeds,” 
said Hines. “They ran us one direc- 
tion one time, and then re-arrowed it 
in the opposite direction and I got hit 
head-on. It cost me maybe five or six 
minutes. I overshot. а corner, then 
went to türn around and a guy just 
center-punched те. 1 jumped off to 
avoid injury, but itflattened my pipe 
and broke my water pump housing. 
Luckily, I had a half hour at that next 
gas stop to repair the damage." 

Bertram also had problems in the 
same section. "Ме ran it twice, and a 
bunch of the guys were starting to get 
lost because the arrows were getting 
pulled down. I ran into a guy and 
broke off my route sheet holder.” 

Course steward Curlett explained 
that flooding of the area two weeks 
before the event had forced the club to 
close off part of the original trail and 
re-use that section of the course. 

One notable DNF was Can-Am's 
John Martin, who encountered trans- 
mission problems when he ran his 
shift lever into a tree stump. Another 
AA rider, Husky's Fritz Kadlec, elected 
not to make the trip from Colorado 
for the event since и wouldn't affect 
his placing in the final point tally. 
His bike ended up in the capable 
hands of young Jeff Russell, who 
rode the Husky 250WR to the overall 
A class win — not a bad way to finish 
out the season, 





In other A class action, Ray Mun- 
genast nipped fellow Husky riders 
Randy Hawkins and Alan Randt for 
the Heavyweight win by dropping 19 
points to the 20s posted by Hawkins 
and Randt. АП three were in the top 
10 overall. •

Kawasaki 
refines its 


line-up

For 1985 Kawasaki debuts the VN700-A1 
Vulcan as its premier boulevard cruiser in a 
revamped product line which includes 10 
street and sport bikes, two dual-purpose ma- 


chines and one 200cc enduro. 
But the addition of the tariff- 
busting, 699cc Vulcan to similar 
models produced by the other 
major manufacturers signals 1985 as 
The Year of the Killer Vees, with yet 
another competitor determined to ac- 
quire a portion of the semi-chopper 
V-twin cruiser market. Like Honda's 
VT1100 Shadow and Yamaha's Vir- 
agos, Kawasaki's Vulcan has been 
cast in the Harley repli-cruiser mold, 





for which there seems to be no shor- 
tage of buyers. 

The Vulcan is Kawasaki's own 
answer to the V-twin rage with the 
engine featuring water cooling, dou- 
ble overhead cams, four valves per 
cylinder and twin spark plug ignition. 
Bore and stroke are 82 x 66.2mm with 
a compression ratio of 10.3:1. Car- 
buretion is via two 34mm Keihin CV 
carbs; ignition is electronic. Five 
speeds are in the transmission; final 
drive is shaft., 





A massive double-downtube frame 
holds the Vulcan together. Front forks 
are air-assisted, leading-axle models 
with 5.9 inches of travel; two air- 
assisted shocks provide 3.5 inches of 
rear travel. Both Bridgestone and 
Dunlop tires will be standard equip- 
ment, depending on availability; the 
front tire measures 100/90-19 while 
the rear 15 a 150/90-15. 

Styling on the Vulcan is clearly 
influenced by Harley, from the tear- 
drop-shaped gas tank to the stepped 
seat and the abundance of chrome 
and polished metal in several places, 
such as the forks, instruments, shocks 
and exhaust pipes. 

Also new to Kawasaki's cruiser line 
is the EN450-A1 454 LTD (see Cycle 
News, October 24 for specs) which is 
described as an entry-level machine 
for new riders. It features a water- 
cooled, four-valves-per-cylinder, ver- 
tical twin engine and a heavy dose of 
cruiser styling, as evidenced by the 
gas tank and saddle shapes, pull-back 
handlebars and slash-cut mufflers. 
To make life easier for first-timers, 
there is a belt final-drive, automatic 
cam tensioner, and electronic ignition. 
Seat height on the 454 LTD is 29 
inches. 

Two traditional models are return- 
ing in 1985 under the LTD banner, 
the ZN700-A2 and the ZN1100-B2 
LTDs, Like the Vulcan, the 700 LTD 
is a tariff-buster, displacing 694cc; 
the 1100 LTD, however, like all of 
Kawasaki's over-700cc street line, is 
made in the USA at the company’s

Lincoln, Nebraska, plant. Both have 
been given the traditional touch by 
Kawasaki, mainly because both bikes 
feature transverse, in-line, four-cylin- 
der, DOHC motors. 

The 700 LTD has bore and stroke 
measurements of 64 x 54mm; four 
34mm Keihin carbs do the breathing, 
and there's shaft drive. The 1100 LTD 
measures 72.5 x 66mm to displace 
1089cc; four 34mm Mikunis are used, 
and like the 700, starting is electric. 
There's also shaft drive. Both bikes 
share many styling and mechanical 
features, including tear-drop tanks, 
stepped seats, cast alloy wheels, air- 
assisted shocks and triple disc brakes. 

Still at the top of Kawasaki's sport 
bikes is the Ninja 900, which was a 
very hot seller in '84. This year it 
returns with refinements and color 
changes; still the same are the 908cc, 
four-cylinder, four-valve, liquid- 
cooled DOHC motor, Uni-Trak rear 
suspension, anti-dive front forks, and 
full-race styling. And, taking note of 
last year's success, the big-bore Ninja 
has been joined by the ZX600-A1 
Ninja 600R (see Cycle News, October 
24, for more details). Like its bigger 
brother, the 600 uses the same race- 
bike styling features and includes 
anti-dive forks, triple disc brakes, 16- 
inch wheels at both ends, a six-speed 
transmission, and a claimed dry 
weight of 429 pounds. 

Returning for another year is the 
Turbo 750, which is basically un- 
changed from last year. Weighing in 
at 513 pounds dry, the Turbo is

powered by an air-cooled 738cc motor 
which receives extra zip from a com- 
pact turbocharging system tucked in- 
side the bike's chin fairing. 

And for those who like their motor- 
cycles normally aspirated, there's the 
GPz750. Features on it include an air- 
cooled 738cc motor with five-speed 
transmission, electric starting and 
four 34mm Mikuni carbs. Suspen- 
sion is identical to the Turbo’s with 
air-assisted front forks and a Uni- 
Trak single rear shock system. Tires 
used are Dunlops at both ends: 110/ 
90-18 front and 130/80-18 rear. 
Claimed dry weight is 493.9 pounds. 

Rounding out the GPzs is one of 
the most popular pocket rockets of all 
time, the GPz550. The engine dis- 
places 553cc with a bore and stroke of 
58 x 52.4mm; compression ratio: is 
10:1; four 27mm TK carbs are used. 
Dual drilled front discs and a single 
drilled rear disc supply the braking; 
tires are by Bridgestone. Finishing 
off the 550 are black engine cases and 
exhaust pipes and a quarter fairing. 

Vying with Honda's Gold Wing 
Limited Edition for the motorcycle 
with the most accessories ever installed 
is the ZN1300-A3 Voyager. Kawasaki 
describes the Voyager as “the ulti- 
mate touring motorcycle," and one 
look at it confirms that this claim

could be true. Standard equipment 
includes a full fairing with built-in 
turn signals, adjustable windscreen, 
LCD instrument readouts, on-board 
computer and AM/FM stereo with a 
cassette deck. A CB radio is optional. 

The computer, says Kawasaki, reads 
10 functions on the motorcycle, in- 
cluding range, gas mileage, and fuel 
consumption. There is even а ‘‘cruise 
mode” in which the digital fuel injec- 
tion system can be set to provide less 
fuel for better mileage. 

In addition to all the electronic 
wizardry, luggage bags on the sides 
and back come standard. 

Powering all of this is a six-cylinder, 
liquid-cooled, DOHC motor with 
five speeds and shaft drive. Suspen- 
sion includes air-assisted forks and 
dual shocks in the rear. Braking is 
performed by dual discs up front and 
a single unit in the rear. 

Besides all the standard equipment 
and options available, Kawasaki says 
that the Voyager can be ordered with 
color-matched helmets for the rider 
and passenger. Both helmets, by the 
Way, feature built-in earphones and 
microphones for two-way communi- 
cation. 

Kawasaki's U.S.-market dual-pur- 
pose line has been expanded from 
one to two models for 1985 with the

addition of the KLR250 to join the 
KLR600. Like the 600, the 250 is a 
water-cooled, DOHC, four-valve, 
four-stroke single, with Uni-Trak rear 
suspension and a single disc front 
brake. 

The KLR600-Bl is basically the 
same as last year, but has received 
some updates for '85. Тћеу include re- 
designed transmission gear teeth and 
counterbalancer chain tensioner for 
reduced engine noise, as well as elec- 
tric starting and an improved battery 
charging system. Other changes on 
the 600 include а new exhaust system 
and spark plug design, a street-style 
kickstand, aluminum thermostat 
cover, and a more easily serviceable 
water pump. 

Besides sharing general engine and 
running gear designs, the KLR250 
also sports air-adjustable forks, CDI 
ignition, dual counterbalancers to 
reduce engine vibration, and an auto- 
matic compression release for easy 
starting. Engine displacement is 249cc 
with a bore and stroke of 74 x 58mm; 
carburetion is provided by a 34mm 
Keihin; lubrication is wet sump. 
There are six speeds in the transmis- 
sion.

the swingarm, skid plate, and rear 
sub-frame, which is removable. En- 
gine weight is reduced by using only 
primary kickstarting. The fenders, 
side panels and headlight cowling 
are plastic, but to conform to U.S. 
DOT safety standards, the 2.9-gallon 
gas tank is steel. 

Suspension travel on the KLR250 is 
just over nine inches at both ends. 
Dunlop dual-purpose “universal 
tread”’ tires are used, the front meas- 
uring 3.00-21; the rear tire is a 4.60-17. 

The KLR250 comes in white and 
includes all the typical dual-purpose 
details, such as turn signals, mirrors, 
passenger pegs, rear fender-mounted 
tool bag and a humongous USFS- 
approved muffler.

Motorcycle 
safety: 
Platitudes 
vs. 
solutions

On January first of next year, a miles- 
tone in public safety legislation will 
be accomplished. For the first time in 
California, by law, a safety helmet 
will be required for certain passengers 
riding on motorcycles and mopeds. 
This legislation, authored by Assem- 
blywoman Doris Allen, requires that 
any motorcycle passengers under 15%- 
years-of-age must wear a state-ap- 
proved safety helmet. The law is long 
overdue and we predict it will save 
lives, but it doesn't include the opera- 
tors of these two-wheeled vehicles. 
You don't need a lot of intelligence to 
realize that a motorcycle helmet would 
bea major factor in preventing serious 
head injuries. Other states that require 
safety protection helmets have shown 
success in the reduction of serious 
head injury. California is far behind 
other states concerning. this safety 
issue. Motorcycle organizations over 
the years have succeeded in lobbying 
against helmet safety legislation. It is 
now time we come to our senses and 
pass mandatory helmet laws. I assure 
you, it will save lives. 


This editorial was broadcast in 
early October by Los Angeles 
television station KH]-TV by 
station vice president and gen- 
eral manager Charles S. Velona. It 
may represent a recent thought on 
behalf of Mr. Verona and the sta- 
tion's management, but it's far from 
original. Instead of offering construc- 
tive suggestions on motorcycle safety, 
the KH] editorial merely repeats plat- 


itudes. : 
Angry? You should be. Surprised? 


Don't be. The demand for motorcy- 
clists to wear helmets has been the 
traditional knee-jerk reaction by many 
people — such as the mainstream 
press, government bureaucrats, and 
politicians looking for an easy vote 
— when they talk about ‘motorcycle 
safety.” 

Now, if there was serious talk about 
seat belts and air bags being required 
for car drivers and their passengers 
—and there zs a New York state law 
mandating seat belt use — there would 
undoubtedly be great arguments say- 
ing that seat belts wouldn't necessarily 
reduce accidents, that it would deny 
people the freedom of choice, etc. 
These are, by the way, the kinds of 
arguments which are mounted against 
mandatory helmet laws. 

But what kind of yelling would go 
on if seat belts and only seat belts were 
the state’s answer for auto safety? 
Forget driver education programs, in- 
structional materials to show and tell 
people how to drive safely and prop- 
erly — just let people hit the road and 
do the best they can. Tough if they hit 
each other; anybody driving a Buick 
has just got to be some kind of moron 
and social misfit to begin with. 

When it comes to the subject of 
"motorcycle safety," the number of 
accidents and victim are duly gathered 
and recorded, and the same solution 
is presented: Helmets. And yet, if the 
same kind of logic were applied to 
cars, drivers and passengers, it would 
be ridiculed for its narrow-mindedness 
and faulty pre-conceived notions. 

Still, there are people who think 
that making motorcyclists wear hel- 


mets is just fine: Proper rider. гају, ho. 








ing would be too expensive and take 
too much time, but a helmet can do 
the job just as well and nobody has to 
do anything. Except pick up the 
pieces when there is an accident. 

The KHJ editorial states that wear- 
ing helmets would be a “тпа)ог factor 
in preventing serious head injuries," 
which is a fact. But the truth is that 
this approach is a simplistic answer 
to a complex problem. Mandatory 
helmet laws do nothing to improve 
motorcycle safety. 

The truth is, mandatory helmet 
laws are wrong because they try to 
hide the symptoms (in this case, at- 
tempt to prevent serious and/or fatal 
head injuries to riders) which mani- 
fest themselves most prominently in 
motorcycle safety, but they are not 
preventative in nature (that is, helmet 
laws won't stop anybody from hav- 
ing an accident). In short, if anybody 
who authors a mandatory helmet law 
— such as Doris Allen did — thinks 
that they are actually making a genu- 
ine contribution to safety, it is wish- 
ful thinking. 

Which brings up the subject of 
education. California Governor 
George Deukmejian vetoed Assembly 
Bill 2489 in late September which 
would have established a self-funding 
motorcycle safety program. His veto, 
and reasoning for the veto, are wrong. 
Saying that the effectiveness of such a 
program is “questionable” makes as 
much sense as saying if, say, a driver's 
education program was questionable. 
The intelligence of Governor Deuk- 
mejian's actions speak for themselves. 

Тће dim logic behind mandatory 
helmet laws, coupled with the equally 
dim logic which is against rider edu- 
cation programs in California and 
other parts of the country, does not 
offer much hope to motorcyclists at 
the present time. What is really needed 
in terms of motorcycle safety is not 
legislation which imposes after-the- 
fact antidotes, nor cynicism from 


government leaders, but a compre- 
hensive and intelligent educational 
program which can offer new riders a 
fighting chance in the real world. e 
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The wilderness dust settles

On October 12, the U.S. Senate 
and House of Representatives, 
after their usual last-minute 
flurry of legislating, put the 
wraps on the 98th session of Con- 
gress. For motorcyclists, the results of 
the past two years have been mixed, 
and the issue which stands out from 
the rest is that of wilderness. 

The 98th Congress did little affect- 
ing road riders. Off-roaders, though, 
got caught up in the ongoing debate 
over wilderness designations for na- 
tional forest lands — an issue that 
hits many dirt bikers right where they 
ride (about a fifth of the off-roading 
takes place on national forest lands). 

Without raving on about what's 
wrong with the wilderness-designa- 
tion process as practiced by Congress 
today, let’s take a look at the results 
and why they are what they are. 

. In. 1984 alone; Congress approved 





20 pieces of wilderness legislation 
covering specific states — more than 
in any other year since the wilderness 
system was established in 1964. The 
amount of land set aside in those two- 
score bills totals 8,337,642 acres. 


When the President affixed his 
hand to all, that made 32.3 million 
acres of wilderness, an area the size of 
Alabama, in the lower 48 states. The 
only major states which weren't re- 
solved in '84 were Idaho, Colorado 
and Montana. 

Before this year, just two pieces of 
wilderness legislation had crossed 
President Reagan's desk. Why, then, 
the big surge in 1984? 


The first reason is that preserva- 
tionist organizations decided on an 
all-out push this year for wilderness, 
spending $100,000 to get the grass- 
roots lobby involved. They realized 
that inan election year it was unlikely 
Reagan would do anything to harm 
his environmental image. On that 
count they were absolutely correct. 

Тћеу also knew that Congress gets 
in a big rush as adjournment nears, 
and issues which have been delayed 
for months suddenly sail through. 
This tendency is obvious when you 
consider that ‘eight of those 20 bills 
cleared Congress in the last two weeks 
of its session. 

The second reason why wilderness 
bills have been successful this year is 
that the major opposition — the 
timber, mining and petroleum inter- 
ests — wanted to get the issue resolved 
as badly as the preservationists. Under 
the Forest Service’s second Roadless 
Area Review and Evaluation (RARE 
II), the agency recommended nearly 
10 million acres for congressional 
wilderness designation and identified 
36 million more as either unsuitable 
or worthy of further study. In effect, 
however, all 46 million acres were 
managed as if they were wilderness 
until Congress could make a decision. 


The developers didn’t like the 
acreage proposed in the current round 
of legislating, but they were less happy 
with not being able to get onto any of 
those 46 million acres. While it 
wouldn’t be proper to say there was 
no vocal opposition from these key 
players, the yowling wasn’tas loud as 
it could have been. 

The two sides did butt heads in a 
big way over the issue of "release lan- 
guage,” the portion of wilderness 
legislation that frees all non-desig- 
nated lands to the normal array of 
uses permitted in national forests — 
including ORV use. “Soft” release, 
as favored by preservationists, directs 
that the wilderness-review process 
take place again soon. On the other 
side, “Бага” release ensures that lands 
won't be considered again for decades. 
In the end, a compromise set the 
review period at 15 years and tied it to. 
the normal forest planning process. 


How all this will affect trail riders 
in these 20 states may take a few 
months to sort out as the Forest Ser- 
vice compares its maps with the 
boundaries established in the legisla- 
tion. If youride in a national forest in 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Vermont, 
Virginia, Washington, Wisconsin or 
Wyoming, you should contact the 
local forest supervisor to find out if 
you've lost any trails. 

California off-roaders in particu- 
lar gave up some riding areas — per- 
haps 40 miles of trail just in Sequoia 
National Forest — thanks to the 
addition of 1.8 million acres of na- 
tional forest wilderness in that state. 
Environmental groups demanded 2.4 
million acres, and the Forest Service

had recommended 1.2 million; com- 
promise put the total right in the 
middle. The challenge in California, 
and perhaps other states as well, will 
be to put the losses aside and work to 
obtain new trails. 

Except for those of us in Idaho, 
Colorado and Montana, the wilder- 
ness issue is more or less behind us, 
right? Not exactly. Some of the legis- 
lation, like California's, names wil- 
derness study areas that will be the 
subject of future legislation. 

And then there are the Bureau of 
Land Management’s holdings, some 
320 million acres of once-undesirable 
lands. If you think the national forest 
wilderness-designation process has 
been long and complicated, the BLM’s 
designation process,now in the early 
stages, is even more cumbersome. 

Motorcycling came through this 
land-access fight shghtly scathed. 
While it's safe to take а breather now, 
don't put your typewriter and your 
congressman's address back into stor- 
age just yet. There's more fun to 
come.

The longest title chase on record 
is finally over. Once again the 
Camel Pro Series battle for the 
Grand National number one 
title went to the finish line, making it 
five of the last six years that it has 
gone down to the final checkered flag. 

Ricky Graham got the title back 
for the second time in three seasons. 
This marks three straight years that 
Californian Graham has been in the 
hunt for the title going into the final 
event. 

In 1982 Graham won it by two 
points over Jay Springsteen. Last 
season he lost the championship in 
the final event (to Randy Goss by 
eight points) even though he won 
that final race. 

This time around could indeed 
rank as the best cliff-hanger of all 
time with Graham falling while lead- 
ing and winning the title by a single 
point over his teammate, Bubba 
Shobert. 

For 31 years the title has been 
decided by points from each AMA 
National race. But in only three sea- 
sons has the championship been 
decided by a single point. 

Dick Mann was the first man to 
win by one point, back in '63. Mann 
won only one of 14 events while 
George Roeder scored three wins. 
Roeder won two of the final three 
events and Mann won the other. The 
title was decided on the old Sacra- 
mento Mile where Roeder, the “Ғіу- 
ing Farmer" from Monroeville, Ohio, 
won therace, but Mann finished high 
enough to still take the title. 

Тће second time came in 1980 
when Randy Goss edged Hank Scott 
by a single point in the final event, 
the Ascot Half Mile. Goss won only 
two races that season with Hank 
winning five times. Goss had to win 
the final race of the year to take the 
title. He did. 

Now Graham has won by a single 
point. One can look back and find 
where Ricky could have won the title 
several other times but for a broken 
chain, a fractured foot, a flat tire or a 


-defective carburetor needle. · 








But the same can also be said for 
Shobert, who had a win and points 
from two other events taken away at 
mid-season. (...due to a suspension for 
fighting with Terry Poovey in St. 
Louis; Shobert's single punch prob- 
ably cost him $100,000...Editor.) 

The record will show that each of 
the Team Honda riders scored six 
National wins in 1984. The record 
will not show that Shobert actually 
won seven races, the most in a single 
season since 1976 and prior to that 
year, 1954. 

The record this year will also show 
Graham as the high point TT rider 
and Shobert as the leading scorer in 
mile track finals. 

The “What-Ifs” come at the end of 
every season. If Ricky had been 14th 
instead of 13th at Springfield at the 
coldest mile ever run, the two Honda 
riders would have tied for the point 
title. 

Who would have been the cham- 
pion then? Shobert — as he had a 
record number of second-place fin- 
ishes, a record that may never be 
broken. No less than seven times was 
the Lubbock gunfighter in therunner- 
up spot. 

But in recent years the title has 
been won on points and not necessar- 
ily wins. In the 30 years that points 
have been awarded in GNC racing, 
there have been no less than 11 times 
that the rider with the most wins has 
not won the title. 


It is a fact that Graham is the first 
to win the title with the most wins 
since Springsteen did it back in 1978. 
That is another big plus for Graham, 
who missed one complete event where 
he was favored early in the season 
— the Ascot ТТ. 

As this past season progressed we 
observed Graham and Shobert become 
what may be the best one-two punch 
in racing. Teammates come and go as 
the years go by but can anybody 
remember two riders on the same 
team ever turning in a record from 
week to week like these two? I can't. 

Much credit should go to team 
manager Gene Romero and mechan- 
ics Sparky Edmonston and Dave Hub- 
insky for Graham and Skip Eaken 
and Dennis Jones for Shobert. Not to 
be forgotten are Rob Muzzy and Ray 
Plumb, the men who built the engines 
— developed by Honda Racing Cor- 
poration (HRC) of Japan — from 
race to race. А team that won no less 
than 11 dirt track Nationals. 

Graham joins three other riders as 
the only individuals to take home 
more than $100,000 in career Camel 
point fund money. His 1984 money 
from Camel and the yearly AMA/ 
Promoter's point fund will hit right 
at $50,000, added to a salary and win 
bonuses from Honda. 





On Superbike racing

So the Daytona 200 is to be all 
Superbikes. I am not totally 
surprised, but certainly appre- 
hensive about this. I have listen- 
ed to individuals promote their idea 
of making the Superbike class into 
the premier class for the United States, 











and have listened to their arguments 
and reasons, but quite frankly, I find 
most of them poor or not well 
thought-out. 


One of these is the constant com- 
parison to NASCAR and how the 
Superbikes look more like what street 
motorcyclists ride. Is this sound 
thinking? Is there any real connec- 
tion here? In fact, the most important 
question is what really has made 
NASCAR so successful? Is it because 
the cars have bodies shaped like 
American sedans? Hardly! Can we 
really believe there is some person 
who enjoys NASCAR because his 
family car looks like what is raced? Is 
anyone so naive as to think there is 
much connection between the GM or 
Ford in the showrooms and what is 
on the oval track? The success of 
NASCAR comes not from the appear- 
ance of what is raced, but because of 
the racing itself. How many times so 
far this year have the three, four, five 
cars been going for the lead on the 
last lap of a NASCAR race? This is 
the reason for the success of NAS- 
CAR, the consistently close racing. 
Has anyone wondered why dirt track 
racing (Class C) has survived? What 
connection with street riding, dirt 
playbiking or motocross does it have? 
What is its appeal? It certainly is not 
because the spectators ride to the 
races on motorcycles that look like 
what is raced. Dirt track racing sur- 
vives for the same reason NASCAR 
is so successful, the intense, close rac- 
ing. I wonder, if all this is true about 
attracting crowds by the similarity of 
their bikes to what is raced, would 
100,000 people show up at a Grand 
Prix to see highly specialized two- 
strokes? To see the best raczng in the 
world! 

Will Superbikes do this for the 
United States? At the heart of that 
answer is equipment. The parity of 
equipment in the 250cc Grand Prix 
class in Europe is one of the prime 
reasons it is so competitive and pro- 
duces some of the best racing ever. 
Think of the times at the GPs when 
two or three seconds cover the whole 
starting grid. The equality of the 
equipment among the competitors 
makes for this along with placing the 
emphasis on the ability of the rider. 
Even in the United States, the For- 
mula Two races are often close races 
with more competitors involved in 
the actual racing. Again, it is the 
equality of the available equipment 
that leads to this. Can Superbikes 
provide this? It does not seem so. Ever 
since the factories have been involved, 
the gap between the paid riders and 
most privateers has grown. Eddie 
Lawson is absolutely correct in point- 
ing out how expensive four-stroke 
racing is. The factories can, and have, 
spent much money on development 
of their racing machines, but what 
privateer can match it? Often people 
point to aftermarket suppliers as the 
hope to privateers, but what after- 
market company could spend what 
would be needed to be competitive 
(considering what would be involved, 
the development of a machine, the 
producing of it and the spare parts 
required, theactual racing costs, etc.) 
without going broke? Does no-one 
recognize how expensive competitive 
four-stroke racing equipment can be 
and what really is involved? It was 
not until Kawasaki made and sold 
(most likely at a loss) a few Lawson 
Replica race bikes that a few privat- 
eers could get close to the front of a 
factory-dominated Superbike race. 
What Kawasaki offered was far better 
than what most any privateer could 
make and at a cheaper cost. Think of 
what the Superbike class would have 
been this year if Honda had not taken 
the burden of subsidizing part of the 
cost.of the Superbike. equipment it 














made available to a few privateers? Is 
it reasonable to base the future of 
United States racing on the manufac- 
turer absorbing a great deal of the 
cost of expensive four-stroke racing 
equipment? 


Besides, the Superbike class has 
been an almost all-Honda show any- 
way (except in California where Wes 
Cooley can use the Yoshimura GS- 
750), so where is the broad appeal to 
all the other brand street riders? If 
what Cycle News has printed is cor- 
rect, it would seem that the other 
manufacturers are not presently 
thinking of United States Superbike 
racing. Even if a couple other of the 
manufacturers did get involved, will 
they beableto make good equipment 
available to anybody but their one or 
two paid riders? 

The question of equipment brings 
up another important consideration. 
What are United States riders to do 
with these specialized Superbikes if 
they wish to race elsewhere? Would it 
be possible to enter a Grand Prix, if 
the money and opportunity came 
around? Of course not. United States 
riders end up isolated, unable to race 
elsewhere. without going to the ex- 
pense of getting different equipment. 
Who would buy a 500cc GP bike for 
one or two races? But that could 
change if that one piece of equip- 
ment could be used here and abroad. 

I know about Steve McLaughlin 
and a few others attempting to get 
other countries involved in United 
States-style Superbike racing, but is it 
really likely that this style of racing 
would find a large audience in other 
countries, particularly European 
countries? I don't think so. Consider 
the European attitude toward racing. 
When they think of a race bike, what 
is it? It 1s a full-fairing, clip-on- 
equipped, single-seat motorcycle. 
Look at even their four-stroke racing. 
In Britain's top four-stroke class, the 
motorcycles are full-fairing, clip-on, 
all-out race bikes. Same with the 
bikes used in the World Endurance 
series. That is what real race bikes 
must look like to them, what appeals 
to them. 

Look at how the Europeans cus- 
tomize their motorcycles, or what 
kind of models are available there 
that are not here. Even in the United 
States this is taking hold. Look at a 
Kawasaki Ninja ora Yamaha FJ1100. 
This is why I feel the appeal of United 
States-style Superbikes just will not 
make it in major-league Europe. 

What seems most likely is that once 
again United States riders will be iso- 
lated from the rest of the world by 
having to use machinery no one else 
does. Is this a good idea? Certainly 
not. NASCAR is definitely a United 
States motorsport and has little con- 
nection with world (European) rac- 
ing. But NASCAR is still successful 
because there is a large broad appeal 
for this type of racing here. That is 
not true of motorcycle road racing.As 
much as we may dislike it, motor- 
cycle road racing is not really very 
popular here, except among motor- 
cyclists and there are not that many of 
us. Things are certainly different in 
Europe, for many reasons, and that is 
why Europe. will probably always 
have the premier racing. So do we 
just stick our heads in the sand and 
pretend this is not so and refuse todo 
as the rest of the world? Our domestic 
base is just not enough to self-support 
a isolated form of racing. 

I think Eddie Lawson is correct, 
(along with others who have said the 
same thing) that what is needed, is a 
domestic 500cc class. Yes, there are 
not too many now, but it could easily 
grow, especially since they could be 
used here and abroad. Who knows, 
maybe then we would have a domes- 
tic base for a real Grand Prix.

Wolf Products is a relative new- 
comer to the enduro/trail rider 
accessory marketplace but they 
have done their homework. The 
Wolf-Pak is a well-thought-out fanny 
pack that is more than just a compart- 
ment to hold tools, etc. The fanny 
pack itself is made of 1000 denier 
coated Cordura nylon which has a 
reputation for being very durable. 
Whoever designed the fanny pack 
rides dirt bikes. They designed in 
0.5-inch foam to insulate the pack 
from the rider's body, provided two 
closable inside pockets to hold keys 
and wallet and made the belt big 
enough to get around a big guy's 
waist even with a jacket on. Quick 
release Fastex snap buckles are easy 
to use and stay closed. The entire 
pack stays in place and is designed to 
not droop or flop. Another feature 
that Baja or trail riders will appre- 
ciate is a removable tool pouch for 
holding a small number of hand 
tools — a very nice touch that keeps 
the tools organized. 

In addition to the fanny pack, a 
canteen and insulated cover are also 
available. The canteen holds one quart 
of water and does not leak. A safety 
strap keeps the cap from getting lost. 
The canteen holder clips onto the 
Wolf-Pak belt with two military type 
clips. Very secure. 

А nice option is the bottle pouch 
that holds a bottle of two-stroke oil or 
can of inflatable “spare tire." Some 
riders might not want a can hanging 
on their waist in case of a get-off, but 
it's nice to have it there rather than in 
a tool bag where it really takes a beat- 
ing. 

All in all we were impressed with 
the Wolf-Pak. It has held up under a 
lot of use and 15 made of high-quality 
materials. The Wolf-Pak is available 
in red, blue or camouflage for $34.95. 
The canteen and cover is available in 
the same colors for $12.95 while the 
bottle pouch goes for $4.95.

Shortly after the checkered flag waved at the 
Springfield Mile, Ricky Graham, his left 
hand immobilized by a temporary cast, 
swigged champagne from a bottle carried into 


the press room by Jay Spring- 
steen, holding court as the 1984 
АМА Grand National Cham- 
pion. Bubba Shobert, Graham's 


teammate on Team Honda and 
‘ 40 ı partner in the toughest one-two punch 


seen in nearly 10 years, joked with 
Springsteen as the two rehashed the 
race and all the little things — like 
touching, tapping and grabbing at 
each other at nearly 130 miles per 
hour — that couldn’t always be seen. 

“Kick back and relax for a while is 








the name of the game now," said 
Graham, obviously glad that the 
nearly nine-month championship 
chase was over. Shobert agreed. He 
had come back from a six-race sus- 
pension for his involvement in a 
fight with Terry Poovey to stage the 
most consistent last-half-of-theseason 
performance in the Grand National 
Championship history and finished 
one point shy of Graham in the final 
Camel Pro Series point standings. 
When the joking was over and 
Graham was headed out of the facil- 
ity for his trip to the hospital, he 
became serious. “Isaw the whole sea- 


son going away before my eyes,’ said 











Graham of his crash two laps from 
the end of the Springfield Mile Na- 
tional. "I thought: ‘It’s gone, the 
championship is gone,’ as I slid down 
after Ted (Boody) and I touched. It 
wasn'ta very good feeling. I was mad 
because I didn’t think it was called 
for, but maybe Ted didn’t see me. 
Anyway, it’s all over and things 
worked out alright." 

Shobert, although initially in a 
glum mood over losing the champion- 
ship by one point, put everything 
behind him. “I can't complain," said 
Shobert. “I had my best-ever season, I 
won six Nationals and one of those 
was a road race. Didn't that shock a 
few people?" Then he turned to 
Springsteen and jokingly said, “Вооду 
could have made a whole lot more 
money if he had moved over and let 
me win." 

Springsteen, grinning, said, You'd 
have gotten the same treatment if you 


were behind те.”

Graham’s road to his second Camel 
Pro Series title was a smooth one and 
was running along as Graham had 
basically planned it. He had figured 
defending champion Randy Goss of 
the Harley-Davidson factory would 
be the biggest threat and that Shobert 
would also be right there. Shobert's 
six-race suspension left the battle to 
Graham and Goss until Goss ended 
his season at the San Jose Mile with a 
broken leg. Shobert, meanwhile, had 
never let up the pressure, but was still 
not a threat unless Graham struck a 
string of bad luck. 

Shobert changed all that by win- 
ning the Mid-Ohio Road Race Na- 
tional. “І got a call from Sparky 
(Edmonston, the chief tuner on Gra- 
ham's equipment) and he told me 
Bubba had won the Mid-Ohio 
National," said Graham about the 
September 30 incident. “I laughed a 
lot, said 'sure' and hung up. I waited 
for Sparky го са! back and tell me he 








was joking. When he didn't, I called 
him, because I realized he was telling 
the truth. I had a lot of trouble sleep- 
ing that night." 

*** 

Shobert, 76 points behind Graham 
when he returned to action at the 
Cicero Mile, had narrowed the gap to 
19 with his Mid-Ohio victory after a 
string of two wins and six second 
places on the dirt, coupled with his 
victory at Mid-Ohio and a 12th and a 
DNF on the pavement. 

"I always knew I had a shot at the 
title," said Shobert. “I never gave up. 
I wanted to show everyone that what 
happened (the suspension) wasn't 
going to bother me and that's what I 
did. Everything fell into place. Every- 
body kept telling me I was on a roll 


and I guess I was.” 
же. 


Shobert's win in the Sacramento 
Mile kept Graham from clinching 
the title. Graham's second-place fin- 
ish left the two 15 points apart as they 
headed to the final showdown at 
Springfield. 

However, the showdown didn't 
materialize because the race was 
rained out and each had two weeks to 
think about things. 

Both spent the time relaxing. Gra- 
ham likes to play golf and that's 
exactly what he did. There are plenty 
of courses near his Seaside, Califor- 
nia, home and Graham, a pretty fair 
player, spent plenty of time playing. 

Shobert, on the other hand, likes to 
take advantage of the open spaces 
around his Lubbock, Texas, home 
and went prairie chicken hunting 
with close friend and former-dirt- 
tracker-turned-G P-road racer Wayne 
Rainey. “We had a heck of a good 
time," said Shobert about the week's 
hunting while omitting whether 
either one had actually seen or shot 
what they were after. 

For the 25-year-old Graham the 
two week delay was “по big thing. I 
don't think having an extra two weeks 
bothered me any," said Graham. “Тһе 
experience of being in the title hunt 
right to the end in the past two sea- 
sons and winning the championship 
once at least gives you an idea of what 
the pressure is like and how to cope 
with it.” 

“Т enjoyed having the extra time,” 
said Shobert. “I didn't really plan 
any race strategy because there was 
really only one thing for me to do and 
that was win.”

“Team orders? Sure, I gave them 
team orders. I told both Ricky and 
Bubba to be here on time." The 
speaker was Gene Romero, manager 
of Honda's dirt track team, in the wind- 
swept Honda pit area before the 
Springfield National. “I’ve raced on 
teams where everyone was ‘equal’ 
until the chips were down and then 
things were different. Here, there’s 
no favoritism and it’s the same at the 
final race of the season as it was in the 
first — may the best rider win." 

Romero was instrumental in get- 
ting both Graham and Shobert to 
sign two-year contracts with Honda. 
He knew potential when he saw it 
and was confident enough of both 
riders to tell his superiors that if he 
couldn't deliver number one with the 
riders, equipment and crew he had 
then they could have his job. It wasn't 
an idle boast. 

“Му personal feelings at the begin- 
ning of the season were that it would 
be a long year, but with the three 
riders we had — including Doug 
Chandler, who rides for Honda but 
outside factory effort — we were 
going to do well. I figured we would 
have one rider vying for the title and 
the other two making life hard on the 
top three."

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, NOV. 3-4 


CR500 Honda-mounted Robb Mesecher slid 
and bounched his way down the last rocky 
downhill into the finish of the California 
Enduro Club’s two day Western Regional 


Championship enduro, rested 
a minute and waited for Grant 
Palenske (Hon) to finish. 
“Grant has to be pretty late here 
for me to have a сһапсе” said 
Mesecher. “Не beat me in the special 
test in the third loop and it’s all going 
down to the finish check."

Since Palenske was riding on minute 
10, overall victory was his, beating 
Mesecher for the second-consecutive 
time in D-37 enduro competition. 
There were only 27 finishers. A 
very tough two-day course combined 
with high speeds (especially on Sat- 
urday) had the majority of the entrants 
on the trailer and on their way home 
Saturday afternoon. For example, the 
63-mile “С” loop Saturday had over 
28 miles of speeds over 30 mph. A 
good many “С” riders houred-out, 


some atthe 27-mile point. where there 
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agreed the “С” loop was way too fast. 
While the CEA put in a tremendous 
amount of work into the course, most 
riders felt the speeds were excessive. 
Sunday's “С” loop was run mostly 
backwards at a more sedate 24 mph 
average and the riders that were left 
thought that it was much more real- 
istic for the “В” and “С” riders. 

D-37 number one Senior rider Harry 
Keast (Duralube/Maico) crashed hard 
and went home even though he was 
in contention for the number one 
plate again. Harry's long-time Senior 
rival Ron Fry (Hon) knew Harry had 
dropped out and rode conservatively 
for two days to clinch the 1984 number 
one plate. Dana Bell (Hus) blew a 
shock out on the first loop Saturday 
and dropped out but came back and 
rode Sunday to put many of the male 
riders to shame. Another woman, 
Training Wheels MC referee Anne 
Crawshaw, went 10 miles, decided 
she wasn't having fun and retired. 
She worked a check Sunday. 

Honda-mounted Randy Kemp 
hung in for two days with bloody, 
blistered hands fora top finish. Young 
Kemp was really getting tired near 
theend Sunday when Palenske passed 
him — that revived him enough to 
stay on Palenske's tail right into the 
finish. Four-stroke class winner Ver- 
non Gabbert (Hon) struggled into 
the finish very exhausted but glad to 
have survived, being the only four- 
stroke mounted “А” finisher. No 
“А” 2005 finished. 

Overall “В” was John McCormick 
on а Yamaha. 

UEA's Charlie Brown (КТМ) lost 
over 150 points Saturday but motored 
on and became one of the elite fin- 
ishers. Newly-elected D-37 Enduro 
Steward Art Moore (KTM) burned his 
bike's clutch up Saturday, decided to 
ride Sunday anyway but had to go 
around one particularly-bad uphill 
due to his slipping clutch and missed 
a check. He still stands a good chance 
for a trophy since he got so far. 

Why was the course so tough? The 
CEA has a reputation for putting on 
extremely-challenging courses — read 
"rocks." Rocks at speed really wear 
the riders out. More than one rider 
commented that more-reasonable 
speeds Saturday would have conserved 
rider energy and allowed more to fin- 
ish. Of course when the riders received 
their finisher award, the assumption 
that the club anticipated a tough

Last Chance Enduro." Some thought 
it was cute, some didn't. 

Of the three or four “С” riders to 
finish, Four-stroke rider John Barnett 
(Hon) on his newly-tricked-out XR-

same time. Barnett had his motor 
worked on for more horsepower and 
the frame modified for a little more 
rake for the desert. It paid off as Bar- 
nett said he passed a couple of big- 
bore bikes in the sandwashes. Shawn 
McGraw (Hon) only made it 27 miles 
before houring-out. He said "I went 
as fast as I could but when I got to the 
gas stop, I ran out of time and couldn't 
catch back up — the speeds just 
didn't allow catch ир”. 

Grant Palenske's brother Garner 
had tough luck for the second straight 
enduro. This time a high-speed crash 
Saturday bent his Kawasaki KDX200's 
forks beyond repair. Garner borrowed 
a bike and rode Sunday only. 

JART Chart's Art Jensen signed 
up to ride both days but spent Friday 
night on his hands and knees sick. He 
recovered to ride Sunday's course. He 
said he was tired but had fun. 

The winner's view of the course? “1 
had fun, but I like really tough 
courses. They (CEA) overdid the “С” 
loop. There was no reason to make it 
that tough since there were plenty of 
loops and two days to challenge every- 
one. They should have made the first 
two loops a bit easier and had a tough 
third loop for the “А” riders," said 
Palenske. e

Romero, the 1971 Grand National 
Champion, did allow himself a smile 
now and then. He could afford to 
since he couldn't lose. Honda's first- 
ever championship title and second 
place as well in the standings was 
perhaps even more than he expected. 
Add Chandler in fifth and it's a pretty 
tight package. 

'Team Honda obviously had a rac- 
ing budget many times larger than 
Harley-Davidson and one which 
doesn't even compute when talking 
about privateer efforts. Still money 
alone can't buy a championship as 
Honda found out in the Superbike 
(road race) Championship Series after 
being beaten — twice — by Kawasaki 
and the (comparatively speaking) 
shoestring budget. 

“We hada plan at the beginning of 
the year," said Romero, “which called 
for Ricky and Bubba to have two 
complete bikes plus one fresh spare 
engine at all times. After a race, the 
spare would be used to replace the 
engine raced in the National and 
then that engine would be sent back 
to our race shop in California for 
rebuilding. Each rider was assigned 
two mechanics with Sparky Edmon- 
ston and Dave Hubinsky on Gra- 
ham's bikes and Skip Eaken and 
Dennis Jones working on Bubba's 
equipment. Rob Muzzy and Ray 
Plumb handled the engine rebuild- 
ing. Mitsu Kaneda served as the coor- 
dinator between us and the factory in 
Japan while Udo Gietl, from the 
road racing team, gave us input and 
other help. Everything worked like it 
was supposed to."

So-Cal laid out a challenging 75- 
mile course that had some riders 
comparing the second loop to enduro 
type terrain but most riders enjoyed 
the course. So-Cal designed the bomb 
run to run with the cross-grain ter- 
rain instead of across it which made 
for a safer start. Even so, the dust was 
thick and if a rider got caught behind 
someone else, visibility was extremely 
limited. 


At 9:15 a.m. the banner dropped 
for the Expert/Amateur field. After a 
bomb run of approximately three 
miles, the first bike powered up the 
first of many uphills. From the dis- 
tance the spectators expected the white 
Husky of Dan Smith but it was the 
red Honda of Roger McCabe with a 
20-yard lead on Smith. Close behind 
was Rick Guertin with eventual win- 
ner Paiement running fourth and 
Charlie Barney (KTM) in fifth with a 
blown shock. After the bomb, the 
course funneled into a canyon where 
Smith ate it in the dust trying to pass 
McCabe. Smith tweaked his already 
tender wrist and bent his 500XC 
Husky so decided to hang it up and 
come back to the bomb to watch the 
Novice/Beginner start. Brett Howell 
(Hus) had a flat on the bomb run, 
decided to ride back to the pits and 
change his wheel and got going dead 
last. 


First Novice to the bomb was the 
Viewfinders’ Mike McDonald on his 
CR500 Honda, taking a very substan- 
tial lead over Alan Maas. The bomb 
hill soon looked like desert warfare 
with the Novice/Beginners swarm- 
ing all over looking for traction. The 
main trail over was fairly easy but 
most of the riders couldn’t see it 
because of the dust. 
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of the Rand Hills and meandered 
through many canyons and trails 
before dropping back down into the 
flat land near Kohin Dry Lake where 
the course returned to the pits for a 
quick gas stop. First into the pits was 
eventual winner Paiement, who had 
passed McCabe. Second into the gas 
was Mike “Downhill” Alexander 
(Yam) who moved up after being 
ninth at the bomb. Third was Charlie 
Barney and that's the way they stayed 
the entire loop. John Rudder (Cag) 
was running fourth but Cory Timms 
(Hus) worked his way by Rudder on 
the second loop. Brett Howell was 
smoking, trying to overcome his ear- 
lier wheel change, and came in around 
150th overall but picking off riders 
two and three at a time. 

Тће second loop was interesting to 
say the least. Miles of virgin terrain 
with some very challenging down- 
hills had some riders wishing for 
parachutes. One particularly mem- 
orable, rocky, steep downhill had a 
message on it: “This one's for the 
Shamrocks.” I assume the Shamrocks 
got the message. T'wo old-timers came 
through battling it out like they were 
back in 1968, Jack Shook and Ed Far- 
rell. Farrell looked particularly good 
since he is back after triple bypass 
heart surgery. Shook ended up in 
front of Farrell but neither cared; 
they were both having a ball. 

Most riders got lost a couple of 
times but nothing serious. Charlie 
Barney thought the second loops were 
“just like a good ole-time desert race" 
and was having a great ride running 
third overall with a blown shock and 
a blown base gasket. While the 
Expert/Amateurs were dueling on 
the second loop, first loop leader 
Mike McDonald went over the han- 
retained his 
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lead. However the second crash јат- 
med his bike's throttle and he lost a 
couple of minutes in the pits clean- 
ing the dirt out of the mechanism. 

After two-and-one-half hours of 
racing, Paiement came sliding into 
the finish with a big smile on his face. 
About a minute later, Downhill 
Alexander blasted across to the cheers 
of the Vikings MC members. 

Paiement thought the course was 
“neat” and said he didn't have any 
problems once he got out in front, 
out of the dust. Alexander thanked 
Montclair Yamaha and Duralube and 
was on a high as he had picked up his 
new support ride bike from Yamaha 
the day before. He rode his old bike in 
the race, though, as the new 490 
Yamaha wasn't yet broken in. 

Third in was Viewfinder MC 
member Barney. “I blew the shock on 
a bombrun Saturday and really wasn't 
going to ride but I decided to ride and 
take it easy and try to finish. Then 
when I got to the start and the base 
gasket was leaking, I thought it just 
wasn't my day, but I got a real good 
start and just cruised. I was real sur- 
prised to finish this good” said 
Barney. 

Fourth overall was Cory Timms 
(Hus) who shouid do well here; he 
lived in Randsburg for many years 
and this is his back yard. John Rudder

Brubaker breaks 
Vreeke’s streak in 
ARRA RR

Jim Vreeke’s eight-month 
stranglehold on the American 
Road Racing Association/ 
Willow Springs Superbike 
Series was finally broken as Starfire 
Racing’s Todd Brubaker snagged the 
win and the $300 first prize money. 
Vreeke led off the line, as usual, but 
this time Brubaker stayed оп his 
tail. “1 just wanted to let him go, I 
knew I could get him at the (finish) 
line," said Brubaker. Brubaker stayed 
glued to Vreeke's rear wheel, despite 
a missed shift in the seventh lap. But 
in the ninth lap (of 10), Vreeke sud- 
denly slowed, and Brubaker went by. 
“А gust of wind literally undressed 
те,” explained Vreeke. “1 slowed 
down and tried to zip my leathers up, 
but couldn't. I think I could have 
held him off the last couple of laps. 
But I knew if I was going to.get 
beaten, Todd would be the one to do 
it. ГЇЇ get him next month." 

Brubaker wasn't happy about the 
way the race ended either. “I wanted 
to see it come down to the line, to 
really beat him," said Brubaker. 

But he had already beaten Vreeke 
earlier in the day, in the Fl match. 
Vreeke holeshot the start, and led the 
first two go-' rounds; Brubaker took 
over on the third circuit, 250cc ace 
John Glover stuck to his tailpipe. 
The order remained unchanged until 
the sixth lap, when Glover grabbed 
the premier position over Brubaker, 
with Vreeke right behind. But the 
race wasn’t over yet — it came down 
to a drag race to the line with Glover 
winning by half a wheel over Bru- 
baker. “1 can’t let these Superbikes 
keep winning," said Glover later. 

In 450cc Superstreet, Paul Van 
Zuyle and Mike Haller went to war. 
The two RZ350 pilots swapped the 
lead several times a lap the entire 
race! In the seventh lap, they tested 
each other, each waiting for the other 
to brake first entering turn one. They 
held it on, held it on — and both 
missed the turn. Van Zuyle went off 
into the dirt, while Haller used up 
the very edges of the pavement. Van 
Zuyle dirt-tracked his way to the 
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Jim Vreeke (3) undressed on the front straight at Willow Springs, allowing

At the finish, it was Kennedy with 
a big lead. Walker had dropped out 
after getting a flat then collapsing a 
wheel. Moen was second overall, first 
Open.
